RADIO THREATENS THE CHURCH 


(An excerpt from an article in “The Christian 
Century” on “Selfish Protestantism” by Clarence 
Seidenspinner.”) 

The selfishness of Protestant worship is car- 
ried to a dangerous extreme in the Sunday radio 
ministry. Here we have a complete and selfish 
dissociation from the historic conception of the 
church and from the worshiping Body in adora- 
tion before God. Is it a little selfish, a little pre- 
sumptuous, for an individual clergyman to decide 
that his service and sermon are worth broad- 
casting beyond the bounds of his own parish to 
other parts of the city and to other cities where 
there are also ministers, churches and divine 
worship? Does he presume to suggest that his 
voice and message are to be preferred above 
those of the faithful priests and preachers all 
about him? Does he but faintly understand how 
this divisive act destroys the unity of the wor- 
shipping Body? 

It would be good for him to make a round of 
pastoral calling with some simple and less known 
parish minister as he visits those members who 
have absented themselves from the public serv- 
ice. When the minister suggests the need of 


regular worship, the layman is likely tmmedi- 
ately to rationalize his absence from the stated 
service.by saying: “Oh, but I go to church every 
Sunday morning. I tune in to Station XYZ and 
hear Dr. Adolphous and get a wonderful sermon, 
Don’t say that I don't go to church.” The parish 
minister and the visiting radio preacher will dis- 
cover that in home after home the radio ministry 
is used as threat and excuse when the parish 
preaching reflects too insistently the terrifying 
will of God, or when the budget needs of the 
church strike home. 

Whatever else the layman may be doing as 
he reclines in an easy chair before his radio and 
listens to Dr, Adolphous, he is. most certainly 
not engaged in the corporate worship of Christ's 


Body. Divine worship demands the assemblage 
of “two or three .... gathered together in my 
name.” The Body of Christ is a society, an ex- 


perience of mutuality, and its supreme expres- 
sion, worship, is necessarily a corporate act. 
Laymen and clergy must come again to realize 
that when they are selfish in the matter of wor- 
ship, preferring comfort, convenience, irrespon- 
sibility, and—in the case of the clergy—renown,

Dear American Woman: 

Have you ever paused to consider how lucky 
you are? How many times has your husband 
beaten you? How many wives has he put out 
before he married you? Your Indian sister is 
not nearly as lucky as you, and furthermore— 
she can do little about it. I shall not even speak 
of the exceptional case, but of her condition 
gencrally. 

First there is your Indian Christian woman 
who is married to a Christian. When she mar- 
ries she is not asked about it. Her parents and 
his make all the arrangements. Nine months 
after the wedding she usually bas her first baby 
and others follow in rapid succession. She must 
wash, cook, carry water, and watel: the children. 
It keeps her busy all day long. Though she may 
be able to read, she has no time or money for 
hooks. Often she is illiterate. She has little time 
for meetings where she might learn about child 


never improves her condition, Her husband— 
rarely would he take a hand to help with the 
work or to watch the children. After all, the 
woman should serve the man in all humility, and 
she does—24 hours of the day! 

In her home often live the mother-in-law or a 
sister-in-law. They often do not treat her too 
kindly and run to the husband with tales all un- 
founded. He lends a ready ear and the result— 
she is beaten, and rather severely, Maybe some 
fine day the food will not be ready on the dot. 
Again, a beating. Perhaps she objects because 
he is courting another woman—another beat- 
ing! I have seen women so severely beaten that 
they had to come to the hospital or so that 
their faces were so swollen that for over a week 
they did not leave their small rooms for fear of 
being seen by others and ridiculed,

tian women a difficult one, I wonder what you 
will think of that of your Indian non-Christian 
sister. She is a woman of the lower castes and, 
in many instances, of the higher castes as well. 

She, too, is not asked whom she wishes to 
marry. Often when a small child, ranging from 
four to twelve, she is married to a boy older or 
younger than she, or to a man old enough to be 
her grandfather. As soon as she has reached 
the child-bearing age, she goes to live with her 
husband—his virtual slave. He may have one 
wife already and the second one becomes the 
slave of the first, receiving little love or help 
from her, The prime duty of the wife is to bear 
children. If she fails, she is usually discarded. 
As a rule, her failure can be traced to the dis- 
eased condition of her husband or to her own, 
contracted pre-natally or otherwise. 

Often whén wives become ill, the husbands 
send them away to their own people, or they 
simply keep them until they die. Then they 
marry someone else. The concept of the family 
as we in ideal, at least, conceive of it, is very 
loose here. It is not at all uncommon for man 
or wife to run away and live with someone else. 
That also is not uncommon among Christians. 
One pastor working in a community where peo- 
ple have just recently become Christians told 
me not long ago, “I never register marriages. 
What's the use? Most of them change partners 
several times before they finally settle down. 
It would be impossible to keep correctly the 
records of these marriages.” 

What is the work of the lower caste non- 
Christian woman or girl? Cooking, washing, 
cleaning grain, carrying water, carrying heavy 
burdes such as wood to market, working in the 
fields, building earth walls around the rice fields, 
cutting grass, and carrying dirt when there is 
excavating to be done. Yes, her work is hard 
and as heavy as that of a man, In between time 
she pauses for five or six days to have her baby 
and to recoyer. Then she goes on as before. 


Many, many of her babies die due to blood dis- 
eases contracted prenatally, and often she too 
dies from infections after child-birth, 

Her husband beats her too, and hurls violent 
curses at her. Her lot is even worse than that 
of her Christian sister, She knows even less of 
mercy and love than. the Christian woman, She 
can very seldom read and has been brought up 
to believe that she is little better than the ox 
which draws her master’s cart. She believes that 
she cannot learn or think and so she doesn't 
even try. She listens to what we say but never 
remembers for eyen fiye minutes. She says and 
firmly believes, “It does not come to me” mean- 
ing “I can't learn. I am like the ox." This 
apathy on her part, a result of her oppression 
by the men of her family—that is worse even 
than the physical cruelty which I mentioned. 
Until she thinks she can, until her spirit is 
freed from its fetters, her physical like her 
mental and spiritual condition will remain un- 
changed. Once she believes in herself, once she 
believes that she like her husband was created 
in God's image, and that she too is His child and 
not an animal, then her condition and that of 
her whole family will change, 

It is true that there are beautiful and happy 
exceptions among Christians and non-Christians 
to the picture I have drawn for you—but this 
includes only a small percent of the millions of 
women of India. 

And you, dear American woman, are helping 
the Indian woman to learn that she can think 
and is equal to man in the eyes of God, for you 
are supporting those who, representing you, are 
working here with your Christian and non- 
Christian sisters.

“THINGS THAT ARE VITAL,” Phil. 1:10 
Scripture Reading: Phil. 1:1-21 
(Goodspeed Translation) 

One of the marks of civilization is the ever 
increasing multiplicity of things. The primitive 
cave man had very few tools, very few wants 
and very few problems. We need not go back to 
the cave man. Most of us can look back upon 
the early days of our life as days of simple needs, 
simple pleasures and simple luxuries. There were 
no movies, no radios, and very few books and 
magazines. Sunday morning was set aside for 
church going and Sunday evening was devoted 
to singing the church hymns around the organ 
in the family parlor. 


Today we are overwhelmed with things. To- 


day we have a hundred programs on the air 
from all parts of the world, a thousand maga- 
zines on the newstand, no end of sensational 
movies and night club entertainment. Years ago 
a man had his church and his lodge and his wife 
had the church and the sewing society, but to- 
day we have the service clubs, the golf clubs, 
the bridge clubs, the parent-teacher clubs, bowl- 
ing clubs, and no end of activities to fill up 
every waking hour of a man’s life. In late 
years, men have been organizing breakfast clubs 
because they could find no other time to get 
together. 

Our only hope in this bewildering age for a 
happy and satisfying life is the principle of 
selectivity. As we sit by our radio we turn our 
dia! to the program that we like, all others are 
tuned out as if they never existed. What a 
blessing it is that whenever we strike a pro- 
gram that bores us we can tune it out or shut 
it off. That is our only salvation. If we did not 
want to hear Hitler shout his defiance to the 
world we had the liberty to tune him out and 
listen to some other program more satisfying 
to the soul. 

In the realm of reading we must learn to 
select what we like from the mountains of books 
that pour out of our printing presses. Some of 
ns find help in joining a “Book of the Month 
Club” but if we joined every one, our béoks 
would pile up faster than we could possibly read 
them. Some people try to see every new movie 
out of Hollywood but this practice wreaks havoc 
to their mind and demoralizes their personality. 
Unless we can learn to choose the things ‘that 
are vital, there is no hope for us. For many 
life is just a silly merry-go-round without mean- 
ing, purpose or objective. 

What then are the things that are vital? If 
man does not live by bread alone what does he 
live by? Let us turn to the story of God's 
servants and prophets to discover what is vital 
to them. There is crafty Jacob who had stolen 
his brother's birthright. He enriched himself in 
a far country but as he returned to his home- 
land, a sense of futility overwhelmed him. And 
in that strange story of his struggle in the night 
with the angel of God, we hear his agonizing 
ery: “I will not let thee go until thou bless me.” 
He that moment found something vital that 
changed him from Jacob the supplanter to 
Israel, the prince of God. We see Moses leading 
the hosts of Israel across the hot sands of the 
desert to the land of milk and honey. They left 
behind the flesh pots of Egypt in order to win 
the real values of life, freedom and the right to 
worship the God of their fathers. They had 
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found something vital. We hear Amos and 
Micah heap scorn upon the dazzling pomp and 
splendor of the temple worship. Thus saith the 
Lord: “I hate your feast days and solemn as- 
semblies.” “Let justice roll down like waters 
and righteousness as a mighty stream,” 

In Jesus we have the highest example of the 
discernment of the things that are vital. He 
took the law of Moses and filled it with a new 
content that gave priority to the spirit, the inner 
attitude of life over the external fulfillment of 
the letter, 

How majestic is his word; “Ye have heard it 
said: ‘Thou shalt not kill; but I say unto you, 
that whosoever is angry with his brother with- 
out a cause shall be in danger of the judgment: 
and whosoever shall say to his brother, Raca, 
shall be in danger of the council: but whoso- 
ever shall say, Thou fool, shall be in danger of 
hellfire.” 

“Thou shalt not commit adultery: but I say 
unto you, that whosoever looketh on a woman 
to lust after her hath committed adultery with 
her already in his heart.” How definitely Jesus 
lays his finger on that which is vital. “Seek ye 
first the Kingdom.” “The Sabbath was made 
for man and not man for the Sabbath.” “Not 
what entereth a man's mouth defileth a man but 
what cometh forth out of his mouth defileth 
him,” 

What are things that are vital today? They 
are not external things. A man’s life does not 
consist of fine houses, fine motor cars and fine 
food and fine clothes. We can get along with- 
out them and be happier for it but there are 
some spiritual qualities that we cannot forego 
if we are looking for the things that are vital. 

We live by courage. A soul that is dominated 
by fear has not begun to live. Fearlessness or 
courage is not necessarily inborn. It can be 
acquired. The most timid soul can be trans- 
formed by the spirit of God into men of valor. 
If we would live as children of God we must 
east out fear. The church has gone forward 
through the ages by the witness of courageous 
souls who believed they must obey God rather 
than man. Let us thank God today for Chris- 
tians like Martin Niemoeller in Germany who 
dared defy the brutalities of a dictator to keep 
his conscience void of offense before God and 
man. His body may be dying by inches in a 
horrible concentration camp but his spirit goes 
marching on, Let us thank God for the courage 
of Wycliffe, Huss, Luther, Calvin and Zwingli 
who have won for us our liberties because they 
chose to obey God rather than man. The Chris- 
tian has no fear because his life is hid in God. 


“The Lord is my light and my salvation; whom 
shall I fear? The Lord is the strength of my 
life; of whom shall L be afraid?” 

We live not only by courage but by honesty. 
The Christian has nothing to conceal. His life 
is an open book, There is hardly any sin that 
has brought more discredit and scorn upon the 
church of God than the pretense of holiness that 
is not backed up by a transparent, honest life, 
What right have we to proclaim peace and good 
will to others when we tolcrate and encourage 
discord at home? How can the church proclaim 
justice for the laboring man if it does not deal 
justly in its own household? Jesus forever re- 
buked this hypocritical pharasaism which seeks 
to throw stones upon the sinner by calmly de- 
claring “Whosoever is without sin among you, 
let him cast the first stone.” 

What are the things that are vital? Let me 
add just one more quality of life and that is 
faith. I attended an Oxford group meeting re- 
cently. It was just a small group of neighbors 
who had come together to talk about God, The 
one thing that impressed me was the radiant 
faith of the members of this group. I saw there 
a mother who had lost a sixteen year old son 
who gave marvelous promise of glorious man- 
hood. But in that group there was none more 
radiantly happy than she. By faith she had her 
boy again in a spiritual fellowship more real 
and intimate than ever before. There are some 
things about the Oxford group I cannot under- 
stand or approve but I shall always stand in awe 
and deep humility before a demonstration of 
faith that can bring life out of death and turn 
defeat into glorious victory. 

What then is the sum of the matter? The 
things that are vital belong to the spirit. They 
are not concerned with eating and drinking and 
external forms of behavior. Because Jesus en- 
joyed eating with publicans and sinners they 
called him a glutton and a wine-bibber. It is 
still true that man looks upon the outward ap- 
pearance but God looks upon the heart. The 
fruits of the spirit are love, joy, peace, long 
suffering, gentleness, goodness, faith, meekness, 
temperance. Against such there is no law. 

This is no time for trivialities. A fire is raging 
in the world that is threatening to destroy our 
civilization. Nero still fiddles while Rome burns 
and Christian people are still quarreling about 
tweedle-de-dee and tweedle-de-dum instead of 
fighting the fires on every front, 

Rise up O men of God 

Have done with lesser things 

Give heart and soul and mind and strength 
To serve the King of Kings. 
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Five Commandments of Congregational Singing 


(From the “Abingdon Hymnal”) 


“All people should sing. This implies a moral’ 


obligation, for every member of a worshipping 
congregation should participate in every hymn. 

“Sing earnestly and with devout enthusiasm. 
Passive participation in the service of song and 
worship is not enough. 

“Sing thoughtfully. Every hymn worthy of 
use is a genuinely poetical expression of true 
religious experience, sentiment, or idealism, The 
moods of prayer, exhortation, praise, affiirma- 
tion, or belief, devotion or dedication, all find 
rich and full expression in hymnody. In singing 


these hymns the worshipper has the privilege 
of making them. his own. He ought to think of 
the meaning of every hymn that he sings. 
“Sing beautifully. Thinking of the words has 
been pointed out as an important duty of ap- 
preciating the beauty of music. The beauty of 
congregational singing can be enhanced by the 
application of three simple principles: (a) elimi- 
nate slurring, sliding, drawling, and cultivating 
a delicate crispness of enunciation. (b) Sing 
rhythmically, gaining smoothness and grace, and 
avoid undue haste. There is need of vitality in 
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congregational singing, but it is not to be gained 
merely by speeding the tempo of the hymns. 
Mere speed will destroy the dignity and majesty 
of congregational singing. 


“Sing worshipfully. In our churches, chapels, 
church schools, or young people’s devotional 
meetings, the singing should never be for mere 
entertainment or amusement. In a religious as- 
sembly the true purpose of singing is to offer a 
sacrifice of thanksgiving and praise to God. In 
every part of the service of worship, and in 
every moment of it, the worshipper ought to 
have his whole soul and mind fixed on God, and 
be alert to respond to every implication of com- 
munion with His Spirit. Such communion with 
God is the supreme object of worship, and it 
should issue in the dedication of the worshipper 
to the service of Christ.”

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A CIRCUS IN INDIA

It seems that I can hear you ‘say on reading 
this title, “What! do they have circuses in 
India?” 

One of the happy surprises we had recently 
was a circus. It came to Tilda and set up its 
“tent” just outside our compound, where it re- 
mained for a week. Instead of living in tents as 
our circus people do, these people lived in two- 
wheeled carts.Only the men performed (with 
the exception of one little girl) but their wives 
and many children travelled and lived with them 
in these two-wheeled carts. The “tent” where 
the performances took place, looked like the 
“big top” which you know, except that it had 
no roof and the walls were not nearly so high. 


Big Petromax gas lights illuminated everything, 
Inside the “tent” were a few bleachers for the 
men who could pay to sit there. There was a 
space curtained off for women who observe pur- 
dah. (Purdah women go in public with their 
faces covered. Only women and their hus- 
bands, fathers, or brothers can see their faces.) 
Most people sat on the grass around the small 
roped circle in the center where the show was 
put on, Admission was one anna (244 cents) 
but as we sat on chairs, we had to pay eight 
annas (20 cents). 

What animals did they have? There were a 
few ponies, monkeys, a leopard, a lioness, and 
two small bears. We were told that one of the 
bears often gets fever. When he does, the keeper 
gives him quinine injections, just as we do here 
at the hospital when patients need treatment for 
malaria. 


During the day no performances were given, 
and night performances never began before ten 
or ten-thirty. From about nine in the evening 
until time for the show to begin, several mu- 
sicians played Indian music to attract a crowd. 
You would have laughed had you seen and heard 
them. There were two native instruments simi- 
lar to drums, a trumpet or cornet, (I don't re- 
member exactly) small cymbals, and one or two 
other Indian instruments. The music itself was 
monotonous rather than brilliant, but the rhythm 
would have delighted any appreciative American 
jazz audience, 

In front of the entrance of the “tent” there 
was a milling crowd of villagers, merchants, 
coolies, teachers, compounders—high and low 
station, Christian and non-Christian, large and 
small—all were there. Some enterprising Indians 
were sitting on the ground selling fruits, sweets, 
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berries, (Indian cigarettes made of tobacco 
wrapped in a leaf) and pawn (betel nut and lime 
wrapped in a leaf and when chewed giving off a 
red juice. It is considered a delicacy.) 


At the blowing of a trumpet the crowd came 
in and sat on the ground—men on one side and 
women on the other, Then the performance be- 
gan. You as an American would have felt quite 
at home for the program was patterned much 
after the circuses you enjoy. There was the 
master of ceremoniés with cane and silk hat, 
After he had done a difficult balancing act a 
knife-thrower appeared and outlined a living 
man in yarious poses with his knives and later 
with flaming knives. I should have been too 
frightened to stand in front of the large wooden 
board and to allow him to outline me. He might 
miss! Fortunately this man’s aim was perfect. 
Then a little girl of six or seven, dressed in 
tights, came out and did all sorts of contortion 
acts with her head, arms, and legs. She was an 
excellent little performer, We heard that the 
ring master had bought her—an orphan—for 
sixty rupees (about $24). Then there was the 
traditional Western cow-boy in full costume, 
who did rope tricks, The two clowns could not 
have been better, They put the spice into the 
various acts all the while mixing their Hindi 
and English in a most delightful fashion. The 
ponies, lion, monkeys, and the leopard performed 
much the same tricks as in American circuses. 
The tight-rope walker too would have been a 
credit to Barnum & Bailey. Then there were 
two men who gave a very skilled performance on 
bicycles and on a cycle made of one wheel, a 
seat, and two handle-bars. I imagine that if 
American boys could have seen them some new 
ideas would have popped into their heads and 
there might have been some broken bones a few 
days later as the result of unsuccessful efforts 
and trials, Here very few, if any, boys have

We heard that this circus was a part of a still 
larger and better one which played in big cities 
only. It had many elephants, lions, and horses 
and many performers. We, however, were so 
well pleased with the one we saw that we did 
not go to sce the bigger one. Yes, you can see 
a really fine circus if you should decide to come 
to India!

In the last quarterly magazine of the Mis- 
sion to Lepers, bearing the name “Without the 
Camp,” there appeared the following article un- 
der “fan mail”: 

“Mr, and Mrs. E., Downers Grove, Ill—We 
enclose a small, sacrificial gift, taking it from 
our ‘food fund’ to be used to help the lepers. 
My husband is unemployed and that means we 
have a small income, but, praise God, we find 
much joy in sending a little each month to these 
different places and then see how marvelously 
He makes what we have left reach for our table 
expenses, It's a greater joy than words can 
express, Please accept our small gift—it brings 
assurance of our prayers and our love to those 
of you in active service with these souls,” 

This expression almost startles us, Surely if 
anyone would be justified to withhold giving to 
kingdom causes it is one who is on relief, How 
frequently we find that people, whose incomes is 
curtailed even in the least, yielding to the temp- 
tation not merely to cut down on their giving 
to church and religious causes, but in many in- 


stances stopping the flow of giving entirely. 

All of this leads us to wonder why. people 
give at all. [i giving is just a habit or merely 
an expression of obligation then we may well 
understand why giving should be curtailed and 
eyen stopped altogether if .circumstances no 
longer are “favorable” to giving. Giving, how- 
ever, in our opinion, is something that roots 
much deeper. Giving is part and parcel of our 
religious life. It is just as impossible to think 
of a person who professes religion but docs not 
give as to think ef a confirmed. Christian who 
fails to worship. 

The item referred to above is a fine exempli- 
fication of the “widow's mite”. Have we the 
mental capacity to learn by precept and ex- 
ample? Whatever we may think of such ex- 
emplary giving, it is certain that it would extract 
again from the Master's lips the commendation 
—"of such is the Kingdom of God.” The king- 
dom it appears, becomes manifest in human at- 
titude, and giving is merely the visible expres- 
sion of the spiritual cast of the soul.

WHO LEADS TOMORROW? 
By O. G. Herbrecht 

There is an old legend in South America con- 
cerning a tribe whose ruler sent his fourteen 
year old son into the jungle and there left him 
without food, water, clothing, tools, weapons or 
anything—to stay six years. In that time he 
must conquer the jungle—or be conquered by 
it. At the close of the six years some of the 
old courtiers of the realm came to seck for him. 
If they found him still alive they put him on a 
raft, painted his body with gold paint and poled 
down the river to the city where a great wel- 
come waited, There the young prince who had 
proved his prowess, received from his royal 
father a new name—“El Dorado,” meaning The 
Gilded One, It was in token of the leadership 
quality they had found in him. He had won 
against overwhelming odds—El Dorado was fit 
to rule his people! 

Christian youth today are asked to “build a 
new world.” That is a task for tomorrow as well 
as for today. Six years from now—and sixty 
years—there will still be work to do on that, 
That is a task for “eaders as well as followers. 

Some of you whe love your church and work 
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in it, and who may by chance read these lines, 
have long had a dream in your heart abont your- 
selyes, a dream itt which you are always doing 
splendid things, In your imagination you are 
hearing your parents and your pals say “How 
proud we are! How strong he is—how wise— 
how devoted—how heroic—what magnificent 
leadership! 

That is a good way to dream but a poor place 
to stop. If you honestly feel in yourself the 
urge to leadership—go out and conquer a jungle! 
See if you really do have what it takes to be a 
leader, [ don't mean literally go into the woods 
and kill wild animals or chop down wild trees, 
but tackle a hard job—in your church, your 
school, yottr home, your community; the sort 
of a job about which other folks shake their 
heads and say—“It can’t be done!” 

Back in the days when the Panama Canal 
diggers were at work with that terribly dis- 
couraging job, they created a song whose words 
are:

Take advantage of every 
opportunity leading in that direction. Make op- 


portunities. There are leadership training 
classes in your church. Attend them. There 
are none? Start one! There are books on 


leadership—read them. You don’t know of any? 
Find out! There are summer leadership train- 
ing schools—go to them. You have no money? 
Earn it! ‘There are leaders all about you. As- 
sociate’ with them. You are too busy with other 
folks? Drop some of them—trade them for 
leaders, There are leadership jobs to be done— 
tackle them. There are none vacant? Create a 
new one! If your dream is worth having—make 
it come true. Otherwise you are wasting time. 
Do you want to be a leader among the builders 
of a new'world? Very well, go to it, Conquer 
your jungle. 


WE NEED GOD

THE OPIUM-SMOKING HABIT IN INDIA 
H. Freund 


The use of opium in India is so widespread 
and the product is so easily procured that even 
the lowly villager is well acquainted with its 
use, It has long been recognized that in India 
opium-smoking stands on a different footing 
than opium-eating. Opium-smoking is indulged 
in almost entirely for its pleasure-giving effects 
and is a social vice. The great danger of its 
spreading, when practiced in public, furnishes 
strong justification for adopting measures which 
approach as nearly as possible total prohibition. 
This the government has done, and by careful 
supervision of old addicts and by use of other 
methods, the vice, if not controlled, certainly 
is hampered in its extension. The sale of prepa- 
rations of opium for smoking is absolutely pro- 
hibited throughout India while private manu- 
facture is only allowed the smoker himself and 
for himself only from opium lawfully in his 


possession and to the extent of only one hundred 
cighty grains at a time. The inconvenience and 
difficulty involved in the repeated preparation 
for smoking are so great that old addicts will 
rarely share their stock to initiate new smokers. 
Hence the vice is under fair control. The traffic, 
however, which goes on across the border de- 
pends entirely upon the vigilance and honesty 
of the border patrol, 


Opium for eating purposes is quite a different 
thing. In this form for eating, opium is widely 
distributed, Authorities look upon this with a 
fairly tolerant eye. There is scarcely an Indian 
bazaar of some size which does not have tucked 
away somewhere a supply of opium, Repeated 
government investigations in the matter have 
led to the conclusion that the drug is taken in

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THE OPIUM-SMOKING HABIT IN INDIA 
(Continued from page 1) 
moderation by the average Indian for its mild 
stimulant effect, as a prophylactic against ma- 
laria, and for the relief of pain. It is, in fact, a 
well-known household remedy for many ills. 
Centuries of inherited experience has taught the 
people of India discretion in the use of the 
drug. Giving opium to children in the first two 
years of life to still their crying when parents 
are busy and to ease pain is a wide-spread 
practice. I have seen many babies well-doped 
with opium but never with cnough to induce 
death. Inherited experience has taught the par- 
ents how much to give, The practice is given 
up again before the children are fully aware of 
what they have been receiving. Just the same, 
one of our major problems is to break the vicious 
opium-eating habit in the babies which are 
brought to the hospital for treatment. Ignorant 
parents know of only one remedy to relieve the 
misery of their children—opium—and so they 
cannot be blamed too much until they are better 
instructed as to the dangers of opium and until 
other forms of medication are more readily 
available to them. Up to the present time the 
government has been too cnergetic in stamping 
out this evil. It does not constitute a grave 
social evil in the eyes of the government. In 
this paper we shall deal primarily with the vice 

of opium-smoking in India, 


The excise opium as it is sold in India in 
licensed shops is not suitable for smoking, It is 
necessary to convert it by certain manipulations 
inta a suitable prepartion. This requires a spe- 
cial kind of equipment and takes a good deal of 
time. This accounts for the existence of opium- 
smoking dens as it is here that opium for smok- 
ing is prepared and sold. 

In India two preparations of opium are gen- 
erally used for smoking. They are Madak and 
Chandu. Madak is most extensively used. 
Chandu, a clarified opium, is a stronger prepa- 
ration and is used only by very heavy smokers 
or by Chinese smokers. The Chandu commonly 
smoked is often adulterated by the addition of 
dross, a residue scraped from Chandu pipes, 
This dross has a high morphine content, Dross 
is sometimes scraped out and eaten or put in 
coffee or tea. 

Various kinds ef apparatus have been im- 
provised in different parts of the country for 
smoking opium. The one commonly used con- 
sists of an elongated wooden pipe twelve to 
eighteen inches in length and three-fourths inch 
in diameter. One end fits into a small! china or 


earthenware bowl and the other end is the 
mouthpiece. The pipe may be decorated with 
thin copper or silver wire. Besides the pipe the 
smoker requires a brazicr, a pair of tongs and a 
steel stylet for cleaning the hole in the pipe in 
case it becomes blocked.

“The vast communal suicide of war hangs like 
the sword of Damocles over what we once called 
civilization because nations and especially Chris- 
tian nations have yiolated the basic religious 
law of life, which is ‘Thou shalt love the Lord 
thy God with all thy heart and with all thy soul 
and with all thy mind and with all thy strength, 
and thy neighbor as thyself." 

“Therefore we appeal to men everywhere to 
unite .. in unecasing prayer to Almighty God, 
the Father of all Mankind, for forgiveness for 
our sins upon which the threatened war is a 
judgment, asking that in his divine mercy we 
may yet be led to universal bratherhood and 
peace,” 


NEGRO ACHIEVEMENTS 


In an anonymous competition of numerous 
composers the symphonic poem of William 
Grant Still was chosen as the theme music for 
“Democracity” at New York's World Fair in 
1939, Mr. Still, who was hailed as “one of the 
greatest of modern composers,” is a Negro. 

Eunice Hunton Carter, who won both B.A. 
and M.A. degrees in four years at Smith Col- 
lege, and who is now an Assistant District At- 
torney in New York City, received an honorary 
doctorate of laws from her Alma Mater. She 
also is colored, 

Elmer Anderson, born in Rochester, the son 
of an A. M. E, Zion Minister, brought up in 
Gloversville, a high school classmate of Dr.

IF RAILROADS WERE CHURCHES 


Suppose the New York Central Railroad 
would operate its trains the way many people 
expect the Church to operate! It would soon 
yo out of business! 

Just imagine yourself on a train. The con- 
ductor starts on his rounds to collect the tick- 
ets. He politely asks for a ticket at the first 
seat and receives this response: “I haven't any 
ticket and what's more I refuse to buy one. 
The cugineer (the minister, perhaps?) said 
something F did not like and as long as lie runs 
this train, | won't pay a cent to~keep it run- 
ning! 

Passing to the next person, the conductor 
must listen to the following: “You ask whether 
L want to ride on this train? Why, of course 
I do, But [ can't afford to pay anything. I had 
to buy new tires for the flivver last week and 
haven't any moncy left. But I want to reach 
my destination, just the same.” 

The next response: “No, I can't buy a ticket, 
anymore. I'm not making the big wages I used 
to and had to cut down on something, so U'm 
not paying anything toward the running of this 
train anymore.” 

And then: “ld like te know why you have to 
pay to ride on this train, anyhow, [ thought 
railroads practiced brotherly love and that they 
had risen above the idea of dealing with filthy 
money.” 

Also: “I buy a ticket? No sir! Why the 
brakeman insulted my wife's forty-second cousin 
about fifty years “ago, and I can’t forget that.” 

O yes, and this: “How much did John pay 
you up there? IT won't pay a cent more than he 
pays, no matter how much it costs to run this 
train... . You say IT can afford more than 
John? What's that got to do with it?" 

Then: “Why certainly I'm going to buy a 
ticket, but not right now - next week perhaps, 
or sometime ater. No, I can't tell you definitely 
when, or how much TH pay, but you'll hear 
from me sometime !” 

Next: “No, L refuse to buy a ticket. Too 
much of the money is used for other purposes 
than just running this train.’ This passenger 
forgets about the need of round-houses and 
repair shops, but sees only his own personal 
need for the train, 

Finally the conductor came to the end of the 
car. There sat a passenger with money in hand, 
ready to hand it over and with a smile on his 
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face, he said: “Here you are. Glad I can help 
operate this train, Good service, too, considering 
that it costs so little. Now, if that doesn't pay 
for my ticket, please say so! I want to do my 
share!" 


That is, he had intended to say all that, but 
much to his surprise the conductor had fainted 
before he had well begun.

THE OPIUM-SMOKING HABIT IN INDIA 
(Continued from last week) 

The method of smoking Madak is simple, The 
bow! is slightly warmed and the Madak is placed 
in the bowl. A glowing charcoal is applied and 
simultaneously several pulls are made through 
the mouthpiece, inhaling the smoke deeply into 
the lungs. 

When Chandu is smoked the technique is more 
complicated, but in either case the actual pro- 
cess of smoking takes less than a minute and 
then the process of preparation has to be started 
all over again if more smoking is desired. The 
smoker inhales deeply and after each pull at 
the pipe he takes sweet articles such as plain- 
tains, sugar cane, or tea with sugar. According 
to some people, this is done to get rid of the 
bitter taste of the opium smoke, while others 
think the idea is to get the opium into the 
stomach to enhance the effects. 

Three classes of smokers may be described. 
First there are the occasional smokers. They 
are persons who may take a whiff or two when 
in the company of a regular smoker. These 
people realize the evils of over-indulgence and 
are strictly speaking, not active smokers but 
are potential ones, who know what to do in 
times of great distress or worry. Secondly, there 
are the regular but moderate smokers. These 
are of the artisan class such as servants, coolies, 
waiters and the like. They smoke generally at 
the end of the day and about twenty grains 
usually at home. This class soon shades over 
into the third class. This class, the third, is by 
far the most numerous and consists of the regu- 
lar and consistent smokers. Their dose is from 
40 to 180 grains daily. According to the most 
recent surveys most of this group belong to the 
lower classes with very meager means, Not 
infrequently they are moral degenerates and 
resort to thievery or begging to obtain money 
for their smokes. In a recent survey eighty 
percent were Mohammedans and twenty per- 
cent were Hindus, 

Unlike opium-eaters, who generally seek soli- 


tude in order to indilge their cravings, the 
opium smokers prefer to smoke in company 
with other addicts. For this purpose they as- 
semble at specified hours and places. The ma- 
jority of smokers do not possess a pipe or the 
other necessary equipment: and on this account 
opium dens haye existed almost since the time 
the habit started. The existence of dens is also 
encouraged by the fact that the den offers a 
place for a night's rest for homeless individuals 
and a place of refuge for those whose families 
are likely to object to their smoking. These 
places are usually dingy, dirty, ill-ventilated 
rooms in remote and poor sections of the city, 
An old addict is generally in charge—an old, 
emaciated, pale, anemic-looking individual. He 
sits on an old dirty mat with smoking pipes, 
paraphernalia, and prepared opium pills beside 
him, which he hands out to his clients at a 
small profit. Poor classes buy their dose and 
rent the pipes every time they smoke, Pipes 
are not cleaned very often and in this way con- 
tagious diseases such as syphilis and tuberculo- 
sis pass from smoker to smoker, 

In spite of restrictions, opium smokers feel 
happiest while watching others smoke and in 
being watched themselves. All sit on the floor. 
Social distinctions disappear and the smokers 
take part in the ritual of preparation in the 
leisurely fashion of the Orient and with much 
good humor, There is ne thought for anything 
else and no hurry, This is the atmosphere 
which the smokers like though it may be only 
a dim dingy opium den, 

Smoking of opium used to be, in the old days, 
a common practice on festival occasions such as 
weddings and funerals, The host was supposed 
to supply the opium, Certain factors tend to 
discourage this practice at present — the in- 
creased price of opium, severe government re- 
strictions, and greater knowledge of the de- 
moralizing cffects of the habit. The better 
classes, especially, frown upon the custom. 
Madak smoking is said to be on the decline. 
Opium eating is found to be less expensive and 
less troublesome, An average Madak smoker 
spends four annas per day while an opium eater 
need only spend two annas per day for obtain- 
ing the same narcotic effect. Owing to severe 
restrictions, opium dens are becoming dingier 
and more secretiye, prices are rising, and for 
these reasons there are few incentives for be- 
ginners of this habit. Yet opium-smoking will 
probably never be wiped out completely, Hope- 
ful signs of its control are the numerous re- 
strictions, which are constantly being revised 
again and again,

WORLD COUNCIL OF CHURCHES 


The constitution for the proposed World 
Council of Churches has been approved gen- 
erally by twelve church groups in this country, 
it was reported recently at a joint meeting of 
the American sections of the World Conference 
on Faith and Order and the Universal Christian 
Council jor Life and Work. 

These churches that haye given “general ap- 
proyal” are: Episcopal, Disciples of Christ, 
Methodist Episcopal Church—South, Presby- 
terian Church—South, Northern Baptist, United 
Presbyterian, Presbyterian Church of the U.S 
\. (North), Reformed Church in America, Con- 
gregational and Christian Church, Lutheran- 
Augustana Synod, Evangelical and Reformed 
Church, and Seventh Day Adventist Church. 

The constitution was drafted last May at a 
world conference of churchmen in Utrecht, The 
Netherlands, where 130 denominations were rep- 
resented, and was described as a historic docu- 
ment aimed at the most far-reaching union of 
Christian churches since the Reformation. 
There are about fifty church groups in this 
country, each with an average membership of 
50,000, to come within the scope of the moye- 
ment,

Build for Peace Through Toys 


The harmful effect of war toys (guns, can- 
nons, soldiers, crime weapons, etc.) on the minds 
of young children is now generally recognized. 
Educators and psychologists warn against their 
use. Organizations buying toys for welfare 
groups have developed definite policies against 
them. War toys have been withdrawn from toy 
lending libraries in Los Angeles. The Police 
Commissioner of New York City, prior to the 
annual distribution of toys through the Police 
Department to poor children, December, 1936, 
ordered the ban of all toy guns or similar toys. 
In the midst of war-torn Spain a workers’ fed- 
eration issued an appeal, January, 1937 (Epiph- 
any is the gift season is Spain) to parents not 
to give military toys. 

In Philadelphia, November, 1937, the Superin- 
tendent af Schools issued an appeal to the prin- 
cipals of the 280 schools to bring to the atten- 
tion of both parents and children the danger of 
toy guns and pistols and the desirability of buy- 
ing other kinds of Christmas toys, This action 
was urged by a member of the Board of Educa- 
tion, Dr. John Turner, who had the backing of 
the judiciary and the police in the campaign. 
The Illinois Congress of Parents and Teachers 
has for some years led a crusade against toy 
weapons and other harmful objects. Bonfires 
of such objectionable toys have sometimes been 
used as a dramatic public demonstration, both 
parents and children taking part with enthusi- 
asm and fervor in Chicago and Long Beach, 
N. J. In the fall of 1937, Arnold Constable & 
Co., New York City—a prominent department 
store—announced that all war toys had been 
banished from their store, 

Any effective campaign against military toys 
must be carried on in several directions simul- 
taneously. Few stores are philanthropists. They 
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will sell, and manufacturers will make and ad- 
yertise what customers want to buy. Parents 
must not merely forbid children to haye toy 
soldiers and guns. They must constructively 
direct the child's attention and desires, and actu- 
ally provide other playthings with equal color, 
noise, and glamour to that his craving for mili- 
tary articles is completely satishied. Other things 
besides guns can be found that will “go bang”. 
There are various bright costumes that are not 
soldiers’ uniforms. Games of skill and group 
play will provide as much excitement as war and 
battle scenes. Collecting stamps, minerals, flow- 
ers, coins, etc., will prove just as entertaining 
and far more instructiye than collecting toy 
soldiers and cannon. 


What Kind of Playthings? 


The pleasure that a child gets from play- 
things will have no relation to the actual cost 
in dollars and cents. With a little aid from a 
“grown-up” children can be taught to make their 
own toys—wagons, doll furniture, games—from 
very simple materials. Beautiful and instructive 
toys can be secured from the ordinary five and 
ten cent store—jig saw puzzle maps, rubber bal- 
loons that will show an outline of the world, 
replicas of old and new steam engines in wood, 
paper dolls of all nations, puzzles, paints and 
drawing materials of every description, model- 
ing clay, etc. Avoid toys in which the child is 
only a spectator—for instance—fragile articles 
that wind up with a key and spring—soon out 
of order and cast aside. 


1-12 months: Soft animals, bath toys, beads 
(wooden, painted with a non-lead fast color, 
and securely strung), bells, rattles, rag dolls, 
boxes with lids. The baby needs to learn to 
grasp for, hold and feel things, so that any- 
thing that is harmless and washable, whose 
shape or color or sound attract him, is all 
that is required, 


1-2 years: Unbreakable toys are desirable at 
this age, For muscular development—sand 
box and sand toys, wagons, wheel barrow, 
kiddy car, iron or wooden train, wooden 
blocks. 

For dramatic play—dolls, doll coach, pull 
toys, broom, mop, shovel, see-saw. 

For music and rhythm—bell, drums, musical 
push and pull toys, sound blocks. 


2-4 years: The experimental age— 

For outdoor play—balls, all kinds of garden- 
ing tools, slide, swing, see-saw, tricycle. 
For dramatic and initiative play—toy ani- 

mals, miniature housekeeping toys, kitchen 


utensils, small boats, trucks, wagons, suit- 
cases, doll furniture, and dolls. Yard squares 
of bright cheesecloth, all colors, can be used 
for many things. 

Constructive and creative play — large 
wooden blocks, board to walk on, slide, black- 
board, crayous, modeling clay, color tubes, 
hammer and nails, peg board and pegs, blunt 
scissors, nested blocks. 

Music and rhythm—cymbals, music boxes, 
tambourines, drum, 


4-6 years: The age of purposeful play— 
For outdoors—roller skates, sled, bootball, 
outdoor gym. 


Dramatic and imitative play—trucks, der- 
ricks, toy circus, play house, doll house, dolls 


to represent characters from other lands, 
farmyard, Noah's Ark, trains. 
Constructive and creative play — paints, 


parquetry blocks, put-together toys, magic 
dots, cut-outs of children of other lands, 
weaving materials, scwing sets, Games of 
skill such as jack-straws, ten pins, ring toss, 
bean bays, and simple spinning games with 
geographic background. 


6-8 years: Ice skates, bicycle, trapeze, skis, 
croquet, archery, printing sets, things to build, 
electric trains, simple card games, anagrams, 
checkers. 


8-10 years: Paseball, fishing tackle, basketball, 
tennis racquets, jumping rope. 
Construction—carpentry tools, basket mak- 
ing, bead looms, easel, geology collection, 
magnifying glass, soap carving, toy theatre. 


10-12 years: Age of special hobbies, The special 

interest of each child should be considered. 

Outdoor equipment—scout knife and axe, 
tent, toboggan, biology and botany outfits: 

Realistic play—Camera, chemical sets, con- 
structive sets, magic set, printing press, movie 
machine, meccano erector. 

Build from cardboard, wood, etc., villages 
of other nations with typical houses, trees, 
landscapes, industries, implements. 


Games — all good card and board games, 
eyen if complicated. 


Music—the formation of a small orchestra 
promotes discipline in working together, ef- 
facement of self, the value of good perform- 
ance, and can be made the vehicle for teach- 
ing co-operation, creative work within a 
group, and appreciation of the art of other 
nations.

THE LEPERS ARE HEALED 


Rey. Theo, Essebaggers has served as super- 
intendent of our Leper Hospital at Chandkuri 
since 1937. In his report on the work of the 
Asylum he writes: “In general one can say that 
another good year has passed in which the work 
of healing and caring for the leper at Chandkuri 
has gone on. At the end of the year there were 
544 adult lepers, 16 leper children, and 87 healthy 
children in the institution. During the past year 
we have made a very definite effort, in accord- 
ance with the wishes of the Mission to Lepers, 
to keep the number of patients down to 550 due 
to limited funds at the disposal of the Mission. 
We have had naturally to turn scores of lepers 
away who sought admission.”

Christian church, will meet from December 13 
to 30, 1938, to consider the question of how we 
can build a genuinely world-wide Christian com- 
munity. To quote from a circular of the For- 
eign Missions Conference of North America, 
these delegates will come from the ends of the 
earth: 


From those colonies and countries which rim 
the continent of Africa—where western capi- 
talism is exploiting both resources and natives— 
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will go dark-skinned princes in the Kingdom of

From North America—the “activist” portion 
of the world—always anxious to implement pro- 
grams, will go a group hoping and working for 
concrete results,

CHRISTMAS CAROLING 


Christmas caroling is a Yuletide custom 
which dates back hundreds of years in its in- 
ception. Dormant for some years in this sec- 
tion, it has been revived within the past decade 
until this Christmas finds it playing an im- 
portant role in the Yuletide observance, 


The first Christmas carol emerged from the 
shadows of the Middle Ages. An old manu- 
script, now resting in the library of Oxford 
University, reveals that the earliest known 
Christmas carol in the English language was 
written by some monk or friar shortly before 
the year 1350. 


Carol writing flourished in-the Fifteenth Cen- 
tury during the War of Roses. Hundreds of 
carols, mostly centered around the Christmas 
season were written at this time and many of 
them have been handed down to us unchanged. 


Few of the favorite Christmas songs of today 
are older than the Seventeenth Century, and 
many of them were composed in the comfortable 
and unpicturesque reign of Queen Victoria. 


Among the best-loved Christmas songs are 
some which have no author in the ordinary 
sense, which are real folk songs. “God Rest Ye 
Merry Gentlemen,” and “The First Noel,” for 
example, were sung for no one knows how many 
years among the simple and unlettered people 
who produced them before they reached the 
dignity of the printed songbook. The wide varia- 
tions in the words of different versions of these 
songs are due to the defects of memory and 
the attempts at improvement made by the gen- 
erations of singers who passed them on by word 
of mouth. Such traditional song has often a 
charm which the cleverest modern poet tries in 
vain to recapture.

Christmas cards are said to have originated 
in 1846 when an artist, Mr: Joseph Cundall of 
London, created a colorful lithographed’ card 
about the size of \a: lady’s visiting card. The 
custom of exchanging these was not introduced 
extensively before 1862 when they became much 
more modern in form with “Merry Christmas” 
and “Happy New Year” printed on them. -No 
doubt the need for a card of this kind was sug- 
gested by the custom of writing letters of con- 
gratulations at the time of a holiday.

SIZE DOES NOT COUNT 


The United Stewardship Council Statistics, 
issued for 1938, will shortly be published in The 
Messenger. Our Church stands twelfth in the 
list of twenty-two denominations in America in 
per capita contributions for all Church pur- 
poses. Some of the denominations in the first 
to eleventh places are larger than ours and some 
smaller. The same is true of those in the thir- 
teenth to twenty-second places. 


The Church of the Nazarene, with its 143,330 
members, stands first, having contributed an 
average of $30.89 per member last year—more 
than twice as much per capita as our Church 
with its 652,670 members! The United Presby- 
terians stand second on the list. The 180,065 
members of that denomination averaged $23.89 
per member; many of its members are tithers, 
as are most of the members of the Church of 
the Nazarene. If every member of the Evan- 
gelical and Reformed Church were a tither that 
would mean that the average wage was not 
quite forty cents a day! Third on the list comes 
the Reformed Church in America, whose 159,343 
members have the same general background as 
those of our Church. They contributed an aver- 
age of $23.41 per member. The United Lutheran 
Church with its 1,125,399 members, is much 
ahead of us, having contributed $14.59 per capita 
in 1937, The Evangelical and Reformed Church 
per capita gifts for 1937 for all purposes 
amounted to $14.28. 

An increase of only one cent a day per mem- 
ber in the Evangelical and Reformed Church 
would add $2,382,245.50 to the amount our mem- 
bers contributed for all religious purposes in 
1937; It is worth thinking about!

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NEWS FROM INDIA 


Helen Freund, Tilda, C. P. 


In thinking of the work of the past year—my 
first year of actual work as a missionary—there 
wells up a feeling of gratitude to God and to 
those of our own and other missions, who have 
so kindly and at all times so willingly given me 
the help and advice which I sought. 

The work here has been two-fold in nature: 
namely, out-station and station work. 


STATION WORK 


A, ADULT WORK—During the rainy season 
we concentrated our efforts on teaching reading 
to the illiterate women of our station. The 
“pupils” came to the hospital four nights per 
week for three months. In the beginning there 
were seven. Of those, three, who could read a 
little, dropped out. The other four were faithful 
and have learned to read. 

We have also weekly women's meetings which 
are well attended. The women have their ofh- 
cers and have planned a scries of programs. 
They are at present studying women of the 
Old Testament and “A Child in the Midst” by 
Mrs, Bryce. They have included a night meet- 
ing and a picnic plus games in their plans, At 
the sewing meetings which alternate with the 
regular meetings, one woman reads while the 
others sew. We are reading about various 
famous Indian Christian women at this time. 
There is also keen interest in an attendance 
contest. 


B, CHILDREN’S WORK—Our pastor's wife, 
assisted by the wife of our Indian doctor and 
me, has charge of the Sunday Nursery, while 
the parents go to church, When the children 
reach school age we no longer keep them, but 
encourage them to go to church. We find that 
we can worship much more satisfyingly since 


this plan is in effect, for now the atmosphere is 
quiet and conducive to worship, 

For the children of the compound besides 
Sunday School there are story and game periods 
four nights per week. This work is under the 
voluntary leadership of our evangelist, a young 
man recently graduated from the Theological 
School in Raipur. Saturday evenings the evan- 
gelist, several women, and I take our children 
to a village near here where they sing to the 
village children the songs they have learned 
during the week, Then we tell them a story. 
We are also happy that after several years of 
urging every child of school age except one 
attends the Tilda Government School at last. 

Future plans for our station Christians in- 
clude a free library, special helps for and em- 
phasis on daily family devotions, and a Scout 
and Bluebird Troop for the girls and boys, 


OUT-STATION WORK 

ADULT WORK—This year thus far we have 
worked consistently for a period of from two 
to three months in six villages around Tilda, 
There have been four and are at present five 
Bible women, an evangelist, and our pastor. 
The fifth Bible woman is doing the hospital and 
ward work. Upon completion of our nurses’ 
home, we hope to have her as matron, 


In connection with our work we are trying 
out an experiment namely that of health educa- 
tion through a graduate of our hospital, He 
works in the same village where we are work- 
ing at the time we are there. He has posters 
and pictures, and gives health talks and demon- 
strations. He also carries a medicine kit and 
sells such medicines as quinine for fever, aspirin, 
ointment, and the like. Through his visits he 
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helps to inspire people with confidence in not 
only himself, but in all of us and in our program, 

Another new experiment we are trying is the 
selling of books and tracts in the very large 
weekly bazaar in Neora, People come there 
from nine and ten miles away. Through the 
kindness of the rent collector we are able to 
occupy a space each week free of charge. We 
take a small tent, a daree (carpet), our har- 
monium (small hand organ), and books, Our 
evangelist goes every week and has an excellent 
opportunity to meet people and to preach to 
them, 

We spend approximately an hour each day 
in “preparation of story and song before pre- 
senting it to ‘anyone.’ Each Monday afternoon 
we meet for an hour to report on our work of 
the week before, to practice new: songs, to read 
helpful books such as Christ’s Way to India’s 
Heart, and to drill on Bible verses as found in 
the Mungel Work Book. By discussing our 
work at these meetings we are able to co-oper- 
ate more fully in reaching both men and women 
of each family at the same time so that when 
the men are ready to come, the’ worieo will not 
be behind, and vice versa. 


We expect to use our new harmonium a great 
deal and also slides which we hope to buy. We 
shall continue to emphasize work among the 
Satnami caste because they seem to be espe- 
cially approachable at this time, 


B. CHILDREN'S WORK—We have found 
by experimentation that our work with village 
children is most gratifying where we take the 
children in groups by themselyes, rather than 
lhaving them sit and listen while we talk to the 
parents. Our work with the children consists 
of four things: (1) story telling, (2) singing and 
teaching of songs, (3) teaching Bible yerses and 
the Ten Commandments, and (4) games. Games 
provide a practical means for application of 
Christian principles such as abiding by rules,

There are two thoughts in that challenge of 
the Apostle that deserve our serious reflection. 


Py “We are workers together with God, " Not 
fod alone, not man alone is at work in the 
pr. The entire organization and program of 
Christian church is based on the assumption 
t God works in, through and with His be- 
evers in the Kingdom of God. It is God’s work 
d therefore our feeble hands are not needed 
preserve the ark of the covenant. But God 
His wisdom has committed to human person- 
ities, handed together in the fellowship of the 
lurch, the responsibility for the continuing 
ness to the Gospel of the Kingdom, It is a 
wilege, so high and exalted, to work with 
that the psalmist can declare with divine 
wrance: “Thou hast made man just a little 
er than the angels. Thou hast crowned him 
: glory and honor.” 


2 The second idea expressed in this verse 
titutes a solemn warning. It is possible to 
pear to be working with God, but in reality 
be working without Him or against Him, It 
possible that God may say even to members 
His church: “Depart from me. I never knew 
iu, ye that work iniquity.”

IV. Church Attendance 

Our records reached a new high during 1938 
with a total attendance of 50,048 at all services. 
The total German worship attendance was 4,632, 
a decrease of 59 from the previous year. The 
total English worship attendance was 45,416, an 
increase of 1,715 over last year. The average 
Sunday attendance at German worship was 85, 
and at the English worship was 756, or an aver- 
age increase per Sunday of 26. This increase 
over the previous year is accounted for in part 
by the early worship seryices during July and 
August, which met with an unusually favorable 
response. The pastors recommend that this plan 
for an early worship service be approved for 
July and August, 1939. 

We again congratulate the 60 members who 
hac a perfect attendance record during the past 
year. It is interesting to note that several other 
churches during the past year have inaugurated 
a system of voluntary church attendance records. 


V. The 1939 Budget 

The last Every Member Canvass failed to 
subscribe our budget in full, The report of the 
church office is as follows:

The total number of pledges is 2,424, The 
Church Council hopes to maintain the program 
for 1939 in spite of this failure on the part of 
our members to méet our obligations by elimi- 
ating some of the less essential expenditures 
provided for in the budget. Pledges are still 
coming in and we cherish the hope that a goodly 
number will renew or increase their pledges as 


soon as business conditions improve. (ur 
nevolence treasurer has again completely o 
all of Salem's obligations to the larger kin 
work with the exception of the unpaid bal 
on our pledge to the Synodical Debt Ligui 
tion Fund. This problem will be taken up 
the near future in a joint meeting of the Eliq 
and the Trustees. 


VI. The Endowment Fund

VII. The Ministry of Music 

Our church has again been blest with 
usually good music by our choir under 
direction of Prof. H. Genhart. Mrs. J. Det 
who retired as president last summer, dese 
the hearty thanks of the congregation for 
long and faithful service. Our thanks are 
also to Miss Dorothy Drum and the Junior 
partment for the beautiful new robes suppl 
by them for the Junior Choir. We believe 
Salem is not making the most of her op 
tunities for enlisting more groups in the mi 
try of music. We should have also a girls’ c 
and a young people's choir as a permanent 
of our worship program. 


VIIL. Religious Education 

Religious Education has always heen a wi 
part of Salem's program, Our enrollmen, 
the church school at present is 1,989, an iner 
of 8 over the previous year. Our total at 
dance, as reported by our general secret 
shows a good improvement over 1937. This 
crease was slightly greater in the adult i 
sions than in the children and young pe 
divisions.

THE HIGH COST OF LOW LIVING 
By W. G. Calderwood ~ 
American Facts Bureau, Minneapolis, Minn. 


How do Americans spend their money? 
J. Edgar Hoover, head of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation, puts our annual expenditure 
That is more 
than we spend on any one essential, except food. 
Other major items as shown by a table that has 
been going the rounds of the press, place our 
expenditures for 1937 at: 


$6,500,000,000 for gambling 
000,000,000 for liquor 

000,000,000 for travel 

000,000,000 for medical care 
600,000,000 for education 
500,000,000 for tobacco 
000,000,000 for cosmetics 
788,000,000 for armaments 
550,000,000 for religious purposes 


This is a total of $42,991,00,000, of which $2%,- 
000,000,000, or a little over two-thirds goes for 
crime, gambling, liquor and tobacco, all of which, 
to say the least, is for non-essentials, That 
statement staggers belief. It seems, and perhaps 
is, incredible, Hoover's statement on the cost 
of crime is probably essentially correct. There 
are abundant figures to support it. The figures 
on gambling, however, are probably based on 
estimates, with inadequate data. The cost of 
taxed liquor can be computed from taxes paid, 
and there has been only a small addition to 
cover the bootleg, though government authori- 
ties have frequently stated that the volume of 
illicit intoxicants equals the legal. The amount 
spent for tobacco, computed on tax receipts, 
should be accurate, To allow five billion dollars 
as the possible margin of error would seem to be 
generous. This would leave 24 billion dollars 
per year, or two billions per month, or $66,666,- 
666 per day spent by Americans for sin, shame 
and sorrow. 


These ugly facts prove the high cost of low 
living.

THOU SHALT NOT KILL 
Edward DeRoo 


When Moses descended from Mount Sinai, 
he brought with him the laws of the Lord. From 
the mouth of Moses came the command of the 
Lord, “Thou shalt not kill.” There has been no 
question or debate about the interpretation of 
His words. In plain and simple language the 
Lord says that one person should not kill an- 
other person, 

Let us look in upon a modern court room, 
The life of a murderer is being weighed in the 
scales of justice. Many days have been spent 
for the presentation of both direct and circum- 
stantial evidence. The balance favored first the 
hery-tongued prosecutor and then the defend- 
ant. At last the final day of court is ticking by. 
A few hours ago the attorney for the defense 
delivered his final message to the jury. The 
jury has returned with the verdict. The court 
room is silent. There is not even the sound of 
an indrawn breath as the foreman rises to pre- 
sent the verdict before the court. Dramatically, 
the word guilty falls from the white lips. Sounds 
of satisfaction follow many heavy sighs of 
gratitude. Justice has carried out the law of God. 


Now let us imagine ourselves upon the battle- 
field of France in 1917, A dead grimy corpse 
lies at the feet of a young man. The youth, 
clutching his bloody bayonet with a tight grip, 
looks down upon the body. He has turned 
murderer. He is out to kill every German sol- 
dier that appears. He is the hunter of human 
beings. He has been taught the proper way to 


kill. He has been taught how to hold and swing 
this bayonet so that he can murder his fellow 
men. 


In our first illustration the murderer was 
punished because God cried down from heaven, 
“Thou shalt not kill.” In the second illustration 
thousands of God's children were thought 
more precious dead than alive and the mur- 
derers were praised and still God cried down 
from heaven, “Thou shalt not kill.” Of these 
two directly opposite opinions, expressed by the 
same people on the same subject, one must be 
wrong. It makes no difference whether a human 
is murdered in times of war or in times of peace, 
The command of the Lord for all times is, “Thou 
shalt not kill.” I say that there is something 
wrong with the civilization that carries out a 
commandment with one hand and breaks it with 
the other, It is as great a sin to kill when at 
war as it is to kill in times of peace. 


The commandment that one should not kill is 
the negative way of saying the greatest com- 
mandment of the Lord. “Thou shalt love the 
Lord thy God with all thy heart and thou shalt 
love thy neighbor as thyself.” If one loves his 
neighbor, then he can not kill his neighbor, 
Therefore, it is necessary to teach mankind to 
love and respect all of God’s children, regard- 
less of race, creed, or color. Then he will at the 
same time uphold his Maker's words “Thou 
shalt not kill.” 


ONE SOLITARY LIFE 


Once there was a man who was born in an 
obscure village, the child of a peasant woman, 
He grew up in another village. He worked in a 
carpenter shop until He was thirty, and then 
for three years He was an itinerant preacher. 
He never wrote a book. He never held an office, 
He never owned a home. He never put His feet 
inside a big city. He never traveled two hundred 
miles from the place where He was born, He 
never did one of the things that usually ac- 
company greatness. He had no credentials but 
Himself. 


While still a young man, the tide of popular 
opinion turned against Him, His friends ran 
away. One of them denied Him. He was turned 
over to His enemies. He went through the 
mockery of a trial, He was nailed upon a tree 
between two thieves. His executioners gambled 
for the only piece of property He had on earth, 
while He was dying, and that was His coat, 
When He was dead He was taken down and 
laid in a borrowed grave, through the pity of a 
friend. 


Nineteen wide centuries have come and gone, 
and today He is the centerpiece of the human 
race, and the leader of the columns of progress. 


I am far within the mark when I say that all 
the armies that ever marched, and all the navies 
that were ever built, and all the parliaments 
that ever sat, and all the kings that ever reigned, 
put together, have not affected the life of man 
upon this earth as that One Solitary Life.

1. See that the Card of Certification is prop- 
erly filled in and endorsed, Give real name, ad- 
dress, age, congregation, and Classis or District 
of contestant. The pastor or some officer must 
sign this card as endorsement that the contest~- 
ant has done the actual work himself, On the 
envelope must be written a pen name (another 
name than the contestant's) and the real age ot 
the contestant, The envelope should be sealed 


and attached to the Essay or Poster, Certifica~ 
tion card and envelope are provided in each 
packet of material. 


2. Examine each Essay and Poster and see 


that it conforms to the rules, 

a, Check up to be sure that the contestant is 
within the proper age limits of the Group he 
is entering. (In order to enter Group A, a 
child must be nine years old on or before 
March: 12, 1939, and must not be twelve years 
old on or before that date. A corresponding 
age rule for eligibility applies in Groups B, 
C and D,) 

b. Make sure that each Essay and Poster ad- 
heres to the subject of its particular Group, 

c. See that each Essay is within the proper word 
limits for its Group, and that each Poster is 
within the maximum size prescribed, 

Any Essay or Poster which does not conform 
to these rules is ineligible. 


Dates: The Contest in the local church closes 
on March 12th, which is the last day to hand in 
an Essay or Poster. By March 21st, the con- 
gregational judges must send to the Classical 
or District judges the best two Essays from 
each of the six Groups, and to The Committee 
on Stewardship, Philadelphia, the best two Post- 
ers from each of the four Groups, 
Judging: Essays and Posters will be judged on 
the following points: 
i. General Contents, 
topic—45 points 

2, Originality—not copying, eyén though giving 
credit—45 points 

3. Style, neatness, clarity, etc.—10 points 

If congregational judges open the Certification 
Card envelopes in order to announce the real 
names of winners of congregational prizes, they 
must seal them again before forwarding the 
Essays to the Classical or District Judges and 
the Posters to the Committee on Stewardship. 

By April 4th, the Classical and District Judges 
must send to The Committee on Stewardship the 
best two Essays of each of the six Groups from 
the Essays submitted to them by the congrega- 
tions of their Classis or District. 

Denominational Awards will be announced as 
soon as possible after the Essays and Posters 
have been received by The Committee on Stew- 
ardship. They should be presented to the win- 
ners at church or Sunday School services, and 
the winning Essays read.

SUMMARY OF THE DISCUSSION GROUPS OF THE YOUTH INSTITUTE—Dec. 4, 1938 
I. Finding and Filling Character Gaps 
Led by Dr. Oren Baker 


Dr. Baker pointed out at the beginning of the 
discussion that it was impossible for anyone to 
point out character gaps in a group. Character 
gaps are individual and must be treated indi- 
vidually. Paper was given to each person pres- 
ent, on which he answered the 24 questions given 
below (in brief) : 

1. Are you willing to accept responsibiilty? 
2. Are you cynical toward the opposite sex? 

3. Would you cross the street to avoid a 

friend? 

4. Do you like to day dream? 

5. Is there anyone you want to get even with? 

6. Do you like to be alone a great deal? 

7. Do you keep in the background on social 
occasions? 

8. Did you have a happy childhood? 

9. Do you love your mother more than your 

father? 

10. Are you your parents’ favorite child? 

11. Do you dread the sight of a snake? 

12. Do you limit your friends to members of 

your own sex? 

13. Were your relationships with your father 

always pleasant? 

14. Did other children regard you as different? 

15. Would you say you were more or less ig- 

norant of sex? 

16. Do people find more fault with you than 

you desire? 

17. Do you worry too long over humiliating ex- 

periences ? 

18. Do you take the responsibility to introduce 

people at a party? 

19, Do you consider most people are self-seek- 

ing or malicious? 

20. Do you have difficulty in starting conversa- 

tion with strangers? 

21, Can you control your temper? 

22. Do you have a habit of leaving a lot of 

tasks unfinished? 

23. Are you shy with boys (or girls)? 

24: Were you considered a bad boy (or girl)? 
Questions are to be answered “Yes” or “No”. 
‘Dr, Baker explained the bearing of the ques- 

tions on an individual's character. He pointed 

out that the most important thing in getting 
adjusted to life is to have the right feeling at 


the right time. The questions given above indi- 
cate an individual’s emotional maturity. 

Each individual had to interpret Dr. Baker's 
comments to himself and discover his own char- 
acter gaps. Dr. Baker proceeded to explain 
how each gap, when recognized, could be filled.

II. An Effective Youth Program 


Led by Rev. F. Wentzel, Director of Youth 
Work, Evangelical and Reformed Church 


Rey. Fred Wentzel spoke to the group on 
“Planning an effective Youth Program for the 
Church.” Some of the important points in his 
lecture are given below: 

Establishment of Youth Cabinet for Evangeli- 
cal and Reformed Churches 

There are to be 17 members in the National 
Youth Cabinet. 

Official status of cabinet is advisory to Youth 
Department of Christian education. 

At a meeting held in Chicago, Illinois, during 
the past year, discussion was held on the sort of 
program to be recommended to local groups, 
plans for students, and length of time interven- 
ing between national conferences, 
Establishment of Youth Cabinet in Each Synod 

Each Synod is to have a youth cabinet similar 
to the National Youth Cabinet. This cabinet 
should deal with problems of its particular 
synod. | 
Local Church Program 

The development of a feeling of togetherness 
in young people in the church is important. 
“Young people” might include all young people 
from ages 15 to 30, This group as a whole should 
occasionally do things together, 

It is hoped that the local youth groups will 
affiliate with the National Youth Fellowship. In 
connection with this, the local group is asked to 
do the following three things: 

1. Affirm purpose of National Fellowship 

2. Formulate statement of purpose of its own 

3. Make a report annually to the Youth Depart- 
ment of what has been done during the past 
year: 

It is not expected that the local groups will 
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rigorously follow the program outlined by the 
National Youth Fellowship. Each group must 
revise the program so that it best suits the 
group's own needs. 


Discussion . 

In discussing the principle of having a large 
youth organization in the church, Rev. Wentzel 
stated that he believed we have over-empha- 
sized departmentalization of young people into 
definite are groups. He suggested, to overcome 
this feeling of separation, dramatic groups 
which include all ages and if a large room is 
available, family nights might be tried to which 
the whole family could come and have a good 
time, As yet no printed material is available 
from the National Organization on group meet- 
ings. 

The advantages and disadvantages of young 
married groups were discussed, The chief prob- 
lem of a group of this sort is the question of 
when one ceases to be a young married person. 


Ill. “Economic Problems Young People Must 
Solve” 
Led by Kenneth E. Gell 

For 1,600 years we have been trying to gear 
Christianity to life. Perhaps it would be well 
to start trying to gear life to Christianity. All 
too long we have tried discussing economic 
problems by jumping into issues without estab- 
lishing a standard against which we may judge, 
discuss, and arrive at conclusions intelligently 
and practically in every day problems. The 
following is an outline of a widely accepted 
standard against which solutions offered may 
be valuated. 

Take what you think may be u solution to our 
economic ills, whether it be one of the common 
“isms” or an idea of your own, and ask the 
following questions to see if it will “stand up.” 
A. System of logic for Economic thinking, 

1. Does the solution offered make for the sur- 
vival of the Species? 

2. Does the solution offered lead to the hap- 
piness of the individuals of the Species? 

B, Belief in Democracy. Answer these against 
the solution offered, 

1. Are people more alike than different? 

2. Is human personality sacred? 


3. Can you trust people as a group to decide 
what they want?

CHRISTMAS IN PINALEYO, HONDURAS 
Walter Herrscher 


Our Christmas season was inaugurated with 
the dedication on December 23 of a church in 
Correderos, a village high up in the mountains 
nearby. The Christians there have constructed 
their own house of worship. The work has been 
entirely theirs; no foreign subsidy. They have 
cut down and sawed the trees from neighboring 
forests for their lumber; they have worked hard 
and lovingly in its construction, Thus we see a 
step forward in the establishment of an indi- 
genous church, toward which all our efforts must 
be directed. 


Christmas Eve was warm, with the tempera- 
ture around 85°. Poinsettias, each plant with 
many flowers, are colorful, as are the roses, 
zinnias and bouganvillea. 


The children of our mission school “Escuela 
Paz Baraono,” had invited to their Christmas 
program the children of Quimistan, a town four 
miles away. (During the past year we were able 
to build a new school building which was at- 
tractively decorated with pines.) It was a lovely 
sight to see the Quimistan children, as they 
emerged from the pine forest bearing a huge 
Honduran flag, into the large “Ilano” or plain, 
which is the approach to Pinalejo. Then our 
school children marched out to meet them with 
their flag. The children were thrilled. They said 
“ay, que alegre es este dia!” (Oh, happy is this 
day!) We hope thus to cement a closer relation- 
ship between the two towns, where previously 
there has been much antagonism. 


Even the local marimba added to the pro- 
gram. The marimba is an instrument developed 
in the neighboring republic of Guatemala, You 


might be interested to know of the “caramba” a 
musical instrument developed in Honduras. It 
is shaped like a huge bow, six feet tall. It is a 
curved mamboo pole, stretched with a wire, but 
drawn together at the center with a calabash 
resonator. 

Coffee is being harvested at this time. The 
small coffee trees with their shiny leaves and 
bright red berries are usually planted under 
other giant trees for shade. We have just put 
in our supply for the coming year—a hundred 
pounds at the usual price of 5 cents a pound— 
the raw berries, of course. We roast it our- 
selves. 

Rice is being planted, the “upland” or so- 
called “dry” rice, which requires no flooding. 
Corn also is being planted. The bean crop has 
just been harvested. 

On¢ of the Christians of Pinalejo, baptized 
during the past year, has been elected mayor 
for 1939 of the municipality of Quimistan, com- 
prising six towns, including Pinalejo. His pres- 
ent plans and attitudes show that he will use 
his authority in a definitely Christian manner. 

The hope of the development of the church 
here is in the personne] of national workers and 
to their training in our Pinalejo Seminary. Just 
before Christmas, one of the students had to 
return home because of ill health, Pray with us 
that more young men might consecrate their 
lives in His service. 

The tigers, which have been prowling around 
at the very edge of the town itself and have 
killed so many cows and horses, have at last 
decided to shift the site of their operations. 

The “army” ants recently invaded the home of 
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Herman H. Genhart, Mus.D., Director of Music 
H, Wellington Stewart, Organist 
ee ae 


one of our Christians. Although the people 
move out when the afits come in, they are wel- 
come because they do such a fine job of clean- 
ing up the insects in the walls and roof, such as 
cockroaches, scorpions, bed bugs; and even a 
mouse fell so covered with ants that it was 
helpless from the stings. The family had to 
cook outdoors until the ants were finished. Al- 
though there was a heap of brown sugar blocks 
recently made from sugar cane, the ants did 
not touch it. They are called “army” ants be- 
cause they move in long columns, and rather 
fast. They travel long distances. 


RELIGIOUS LIBERTY 


Addressing a recent session of the University 
of Pennsylvania's Christian Embassy, former 
U. S. Senator George Wharton Pepper stated: 

You cannot preserve a free State unless the 
people of that State are endowed with absolute 
religious freedom. The need today is for a more 
vital patriotism, and a more dynamic religion, 
each ministering to the welfare of the other. 

There is plenty to criticize in the churches, 
but the most vigorous criticism must be reserved 
for those who stand aloof and give no support 
to the maintenance of religious liberty, for when 
religious liberty goes, the free State goes with it. 


TRIBUTE TO THE CHURCH 


Being a lover of freedom, when the revolu- 
tion came in Germany, I looked to the univer- 
sities to defend it, knowing that they had always 
boasted of their devotion to the cause of truth; 
but no, the universities immediately were si- 
lenced. Then I looked to the great editors of 
the newspapers whose flaming editorials in days 
gone by had proclaimed their love of freedom; 
but they, like the universities, were silenced in 
a few short weeks. Then I looked to the indi- 
vidual writers, who, as literary guides of Ger- 
many, had written much and often concerning 
the place of freedom in modern life; but they, 
too, were silenced, Only the Church stood 
squarely across the path of Hitler’s campaign 
for suppressing truth, 1 never had any special 
interest in the Church before, but now I feel a 
great affection and admiration because the 
Church alone has had the courage and per- 
sistence to stand for intellectual truth and moral 
freedom—Albert Einstein,

A “Justice, Unlimited” committee with head- 
quarters at the New York University Christian 
Association, 26 Washington Place, has appealed 
to ministers to make February 12 a time for 
urging employers in their parishes to employ 
qualified Negroes in other than menial posi- 
tions. Frank Olmstead, “Y” secretary, points out 
that the average income of Negro college gradu- 
ates is from $12 to $15 a week, Twenty-one per 
cent of the Negro applicants for bellhop posi- 
tions are college graduates. Businesses which 
already use Negroes in positions of greater re- 


sponsibility are the Eighth Avenue (City) Sub- 
way, Shell Oil Company, Borden and Sheffield 
Milk companies, New York University, Henry 
Strect Settlement, Union Settlement, the A, & 
P., and others. These are on the honor roll. On 
the nameless “roll of the unaware” are white 
churches, Y. M.C.A.’s, department stores, tele- 
phone and telegraph companies, A. F, of L.

; NEGRO AMERICANS 

A view today of the American Negro pre- 
sents both light and dark spots. In the country 
to which he was brought in 1619, whose devel- 
opment in large areas has depended upon his 
Jabor, for which he fought and died in all its 
wars, he still must struggle continually for com- 
mon manhood rights and opportunities, Along 
with his rapid advance in education and ability 
has come a change in his traditional attitude: 
he no Jonger accepts without protest the condi- 
tions which deprive him of his rights. This is 
dramatized in the American Negro Congress 
and other rank and file movements. 

Change also marks the relations of white and 
Negro people in some circles, Here and there the 
better elements of both races are working to- 
gether in a sincere effort to secure justice in all 
walks of life for all races, The churches are 
among the leaders in this movement. On the 
other hand, the great mass of people, white and 
Negro, in the churches and outside, are still 
untouched by the interracial movement and re- 
main in the grip of the old prejudices, 

Some of the high spots of Negro life today 
follows : 

Negroes constitute one-tenth of the popula- 
tion of the United States, at least twelve mil- 
lion. About three-quarters live in the south; 
but the largest centers of urban Negro popula- 
tion in the world are New York, Chicago and 
Philadelphia, The majority of the Negro people 
belong to the unskilled laboring class and are 
probably better known than the smaller per- 
centage in the professions and arts, In 1930 
about 2,000,000 were engaged in agricultural 
work, Depending on the cotton crop as their 
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chief income for support they have been hard 
hit by the collapse of the cotton market in re- 
cent years. Domestic and personal service is the 
second largest category of Negro work, more 
than a million and a half being so classed, Many 
of these are women, who at best have often 
been underpaid and overworked, and who have 
been largely unemployed for the past nine years. 
In industry, Negroes are mostly unskilled labor- 
ers. The depression hit them hardest because 
of its blow to manufacturing, and with the 
scarcity of jobs Negroes were often replaced by 
white workers. In many places whites have 
taken the places of Negroes in such menial 
jobs as street cleaning, hotel work and the like. 
In some industrial plans, however, Negroes are 
slowly being re-employed. 

The gifts of music, art and literature of the 
Negro haye been important contributions to 
American life. The theme music of New York 
World’s Fair in 1939 has been written by a 
Negro, William Grant Still, who was born in 
Mississippi, and to whom Guggenheim Fellow- 
ships have been awarded and renewed. Many of 
the palatial homes of America’s screen stars at 
Hollywood are of the architectural designing of 
Paul Williams, Negro. American dance tunes 
and rhythms are based very largely on Negro 
idioms. One of America’s popular magazines, 
ESQUIRE, numbers among its highest paid car- 
toonists, Elmer Simms Campbell, a young Negro. 
The late James Weldon Johnson, Negro poet, 
teacher and statesman was at one time Ameri- 
can consul to Nicaragua. And no anthology 
American poetry is complete without his works 
and those of seyeral others. In sports, profes- 
sional and collegeiate, Negroes have excelled 
for many years, The football victories of Ameri- 
can universities are often due to their Negro 
players in spite of the fact that every now and 
again the Negro player is benched when some 
antagonistic school refuses to play with him on 
the team. The first surgical operation on the 
human heart was performed by an American 
Negro, Dr. Daniel H. Williams; and the number 
of Negro physicians and nurses in this country 
ranges in the thousands, But privileges of hos- 
pital training and practice are woetuily limited 
and often denied, as are hospital service and 
care to members of the race as a whole. 


In education Negro students are graduating 
each year from both their own and white uni- 
versities in large numbers, An estimate for the 
school year 1937-38, given by a leading maga- 
zine, showed an enrollment of 22,361 students in 
Negro universities with 2,451 gaduated with 
bachelor's degrees; in mixed colleges, 2,525 with 
192 graduated with bachelor’s and 9 with Ph.D. 
degrees. 


In political life Negroes have achieved some 
high offices. The first Negro to the federal 
bench is William H. Hastie, Harvard Law gradu~ 
ate who is U. S, District Judge in the Virgin 
Islands. In New York City a Negro woman, 
Smith College honor graduate, is an assistant 
on the District Attorney's staff and three 
Negroes are municipal judges, Baltimore has a 
Negro woman in its Police Department. In the 
1938 election a Negro woman won a seat in the 
Pennsylvania General Assembly, the first 
achievement of its kind for a Negro woman. 


The Church is still the largest agency in Negro 
life. Many younger Negroes are leaving the 
churches and turning against religion as they 
see it in practice. This is not only due to lack 
of trained leadership in their own group; they 
look at the white churches and feel that re- 
ligion has failed to regenerate white society. 
Within the church itself in America there is 
segregation in membership, in fellowship and 
in many church activities. But the acceptance 
of Negro ministers into local church federa- 
tions and ministerial unions and the growing 
recognition of the inconsistency of the present 
situation in the churches by national religious 
bodies give some hope for the future, 


With this glimpse of gains and losses in de- 
mocracy in America as it pertains to its large 
Negro population, it may be plainly seen that 
the Church has a responsibility larger than any 
other organized force in our land. The Message 
to the Churches of the World from the Oxford 
Conference in 1937 rings with a great challenge: 
“The sin of man asserts itself in racial pride, 
racial hatreds and persecutions, and in the ex- 
ploitation of other races..... Against racial 
pride or race antagonism the Church must set 
its face implacably as rebellion against God.”

CHRISTMAS IN INDIA 


Excerpts from the Letters of Dr. and Mrs. 
Harold G. Freund, Tilda, India 


The general spirit of Christmas so prevalent 
at home is totally lacking here, There is no 
spirit to “catch”. It must be generated by the 
small group of Christians themselves. 


Indians love “teas” and the Christmas season 
is a grand opportunity for an epidemic of tea 
parties. On the afternoon of the 23rd we took 
our Sunday School children on a picnic into the 
jungle and upon our return stopped at our 
bungalow where the children sat on the floor 
as is their custom while we lighted the tree and 
gave them bags of fruit and candy and a gift. 
On the 24th we gave a tea party for all the 
servants of both bungalows and for the hospital 
employees. In the evening we had the Sunday 
School program which included songs, a prayer, 
the Christmas Story, four large shadow pic- 
tures depicting the Christmas story with an 
appropriate song for each, a play about White 
Gifts, the White Gift offering, benediction and 
the distribution of bags of candy and fruit to 
the children. After a formal dinner at the young 
ladies’ bungalow, we lighted the tree, sang our 
own familiar German and English Christmas 
songs, read the Christmas story in our own 
language and had prayer. We then opened our 
gifts and as “dessert” opened all our mail from 
home which had arrived that morning. 


About three o'clock on Christmas morning 
some of the boys and men of the station went 
carolling to every house in the station and on 
Christinas Eye the whole hospital staff, carry- 
ing candles, sang carols in all the hospital wards 
and explained the meaning of Chirstmas to the 
patients. 


The next day, Christmas Day, we attended 
church and took communion. In the afternoon 
we called on all the Christians of our station. 
On the evening of the 26th we had a party for 
the students and staff of the hospital. We 
played games, later served tea and cakes, and 
closed by singing favorite hymns. 


This sounds somewhat like an American 
Christmas, doesn't it? However it was really 
quite different, Everything was in Hindi with 
the exception of our own celebration. Here are 
some of the ways in which our Christmas dif- 
fered from yours. The day was a lovely, sun- 
shiny, warm one. Poinsettas as large as plates, 
petunias, zinnias, galardias, chrysanthemums 


and roses were in bloom, The Christmas tree in 
church was a leafy one, not an evergreen. The 
churclt was decorated with palms, gold and 
silver paper chains and paper pennants of all 
colors of the rainbow. The joy over the Saviour’ 5 
birth, however, was the same here as in Amer- 
ica, and here too people said on Christmas 
inorn, “May your Christmas be a blessed one!” 


The Christmas service is always baptism time 
for the babies who have been born during the 
past six months. Beautiful Indian names are 
given such as “Lotus Flower,” “Beautiful One,” 
“Green Vine,” “Son of a Prince,” “Servant of 
God.” This year, however, we managed to ac- 
quire one “Martin Luther.” For the most part 
the older Christians have German names given 
them by the older missionaries and it is rather 
odd to see an Indian trying to face the world 
with a “Gottlieb Henrich” or an “Adolph 
August.” 


On the night of December 31st the entire 
congregation ate together and then the students 
and male members of the staff dramatized The 
Prodigal Son. At midnight we gathered in the 
church and with a short service and the ringing 
of the bell from Salem Church, Rochester, 
N.Y,, we saw the new year in.

CHURCH STATISTICS 

The total membership of churches in the 
United States is 64,156,895, according to a recent 
issue of Information Service, official publication 
of the Federal Council of Churches of Christ in 
America. Of these 52,379,579 are more than 13 
years old. The total number of churches in this 
country is 248,410, There are 200 different re- 
ligious bodies. 

These and other church totals were assembled 
by the Rev. Dr. Herman C. Weber, editor of 
The Year Book of American Churches, who is 
considered an outstanding authority on religious 
statistics. 

Doctor Weber's figures show that the mem- 
bership of the churches in the United States 
increased twice as fast as the population in 1937. 
The increase in church membership was about 
900,000. The number of churches in 1937 in- 
creased by 1,743.

I am in receipt of your fine letter and also the 
blood pressure machine which arrived in first 
class condition and for which please accept our 
heartfelt thanks, It was very interesting to 
watch our Dr. Harrell assemble this miachine; 
he was like a child with a new toy, and we had 
the Opportunity of trying it out as there were 
six blood pressure patients on that Friday eve- 
ning. Dr. Harrell is young, only 32 and he is so 
proud of the new clinic. We had to work under 
such difficulties in the old one and it will be 
about two weeks before we move into the new 
building. [ thought we would have moyed in by 
this time, but the finishing work takes longest, 
The floors were sanded yesterday and the steril- 
izer installed. I wish that you, the members of 
the Ruth Class, Miss Griepp, your pastor and 
all of our good friends could see it. Am so glad 
you were able to purchase a Baum machine and 
words fail to express our appreciation for same. 


We can use old or good used clothing, shoes, 
shirts for boys, and dresses for women through- 
out the year. For our sewing class we need 
materials, embroidering cotton, and also ma- 
terial for our Bible School. This we want for 
sewing during the handwork period, 


Don't think 1 would enjoy a temperature as 
low as mentioned in your letter. Our houses 
are not built for such weather nor do we have 
the proper clothes, We think we are going to 
freeze to death when our temperature is as 
low as 30, 


Mrs. Stein, will you please convey our thanks 
to the members of the Ruth Class for this fine 
gilt, and tell them if they knew what a help it 
will be for our poor unfortunate people who 
have to accept charity they will feel amply re- 
paid for their efforts.

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ROCHESTER HOSPITAL SERVICE NEWS 

One of the most important and far-reaching 
extensions of benefits under the Rochester Plan 
of hospital insurance since its inception here 
almost three and one-half years ago has been 
granted by the Board of Directors of RHSC, 
and approved by the New York State Depart- 
ment of insurance, It is as follows: 

INDIVIDUALS may now be admitted to 
membership and full benefits, without regard to 
employe groups! 

This means that any person acceptable under 
the rules laid down by the Department of In- 
surance, even though he or she is unemployed, 
may apply for and receive hospital insurance 
without joining through any employe group. 

Applications for “individual” memberships al- 
ready are being received at RHSC offices, 720) 
Reynolds Arcade. 

The membership fee for a single applicant un- 
der the new “individual” classification will be 
$9.00 per year (payable annually in advance), 
and $18.00 per year for an “individual” family of 
two or more (payable semi-annually or annually, 
in advance). 

This opens the door to a vast new field of 
professional and business people who could not 
previously qualify as members of an employed 
group, as well as to mothers and fathers, sisters 
and brothers and other relatives of present sub- 
scribers who were hitherto excluded unless they 
came in through an employed group.

ECHOES OF THE WORLD ALLIANCE 


The merger of the Evangelical and Reformed 
Churches brought the Evangelical churches 
into an organic relationship with a world-wide 
association of denominations that trace their 
development back to John Calvin, a contempor- 
ary of Martin Luther and Zwingli and the 
founder of the distinctive type of theology and 
church government known as Calvinism. The 
various denominations in Europe and North 
America that share this unique heritage have 
been banded together for the past sixty years 
in The World Alliance of Reformed Churches 
Holding the Presbyterian System, 


My introduction to this world wide organiza- 
tion came with my appointment by Dr. Richards 
to the delegation representing the Evangelical 
and Reformed Church in the quadrennial ses- 
sion of the World Alliance held in Montreal, 
Canada in 1937. The World Alliance also meets 
annually in two sections, an Eastern Section 
for Great Britain and Continental Europe, and 
the Western Section including the churches of 
the United States and Canada. It was also my 
privilege to attend the meetings of the Western 
Section in Princeton, New Jersey last year and 
in Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania in February, 1939. 
The denominations included in the Western Sec- 
tion are: 


The Presbyterian Church in Canada, 
The United Church of Canada. 

The Presbyterian Church in the U. S. A. 
The United Presbyterian Church, 


The Reformed Church in America. 
The Presbyterian Church in the U. S, 
The Evangelical and Reformed Church, 


About 150 representatives of these denomina- 
tions met for two days in the chapel of the 
Western Theological Seminary of Pittsburgh 
last week to consider the problems of their 
united witness to the Kingdom of God and their 
contribution to the ecumenical movement in the 
Christian church. 


I was particularly impressed with the tre- 
mendous interest of the conference in theology 
and worship. Theology was not by any means 
approached as a purely academic or abstract 
problem but rather as the solution of the every 
day problems of Christian living. The discussion 
of worship did not confine itself to trivial sug- 
gestions for enriching the service but came to 
grips with fundamental principles and the his- 
torical development of the worship patterns in 
the Christian church, It seemed rather para- 
doxical to me that a member of a church that 
followed the Lutheran tradition with its more 
liturgical type of worship, should discover the 
most stimulating incentive to greater concern 
for both theology and worship in what is com- 
monly regarded as the less theological and less 
liturgical branch of the Protestant church. 

The entire program in Pittsburgh was out- 
standing in the scholarship and erudition of the 
leaders of the conference and the warm spirit 
of fellowship among the representatives. We 
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felt ourselves in the presence of intellectual and 
spiritual giants who have walked with God and 
have nourished their souls on the “hidden 
manna” of the divine word, 

We cherish the hope that the life of the “E” 
pastors and churches will become increasingly 
enriched by the growing contacts with the great 
stream of Calvinistic tradition that has brought 
the love of liberty and the passion for righteous- 
ness into the life of men and nations through- 


out the world.

We didn't like him when first we saw him and 
smelled him, Huge in stature, reeking of things 
purely carnal, he ambled like a huge bear and 
growled the announcement that he had brought 
his wife to the hospital.

We 
glanced at him and decided that at least six 
men would be necessary to fetch her in—that 
is, if “like attracts like’ was a criteria. What 
came in however, was a sorry bundle of misery. 
The poor woman's body was almost on the point 
of dissolution, She was one of those all-round 


cases which could have been used for demon-- 


stration by every professor in a medical school 
—no matter how specialized his field. 


Of course, the first step was to have her ad- 
mitted to the hospital. This was just what her 
husband intended, but when the question for 
treatment was raised, he became rather difficult. 
Muttering to himseli—or were those rumblings 
maledictions on the hospital—he finally became 
articulate enough to say that he would have to 
go outside to think it over. His wife promptly 
became a “cold storage” case, She was placed 
on a stretcher, shifted to the hall, and. left there 
pending the final generosity, if any, of her hus- 

and. 


The clinic was over and we suddenly be- 
thought ourselves of the case which was pend- 
ing. The husband was not to be found—his cart 
was gone! The situation at once clarified itself. 
The poor wife was forsaken, The husband had 
rid himself of a burdensome responsibility and 
was, no doubt, at that very moment congratu- 
lating himself and making swift plans for a new 
wife with whom to solace himself. He belonged 
to that stratum of society where wives are 
valued, kept, or discarded according to their 
ability to work and produce children, 


Plans were at once made to get on thie trail 
of the run-away husband. A posse was organ- 


ized—not to catch a thief, but to apprehend a 
deserter. We climbed into the motor car and 
away we went, After traveling for some dis- 
tance we saw the cart on the road ahead of us. 
We could not mistake the cart for the man was 
a veritable “Saul in the land,” but in this case 
he looked more like a mighty Buddha. He saw 
us at the same time and desperately thrust a 
goad deep into the flanks of his startled little 
bullocks. Now began a race between the East 
and the West. The race, however, was not 
spectacular for we were soon within striking 
position where much self-control was needed to 
prevent an accidental boosting of his cart into 
the ditch. With characteristic oriental clever- 
ness the man began to weave his terrified ami- 
mals back and forth to prevent our passing 
him. At the risk of a collision we swung sharply 
around the cart and stopped athwart the road. 
Members of the posse jumped out and grasped 
the animals by the nose. The race was over. 
The man’s morale broke down when he found 
himself surrounded. I saw a fine convenient 
tree limb. How I longed for the free and easy 
justice of our early Western days! 

A dejected muttering lump of humanity was 
led back from “Moscow”. But the man’s mind 
was made up. He would not stay in “Elba”. He 
loaded up the wife and started for “St. Helena” 
from which there would be no escape for the 
woman except by the kindness of death. But 
there was nothing we could do to prevent it. 
The man could legally take his wife home again 
—even if only to die of wilful neglect, 

Thus, in many homes the tragedy is re- 
enacted, The broken, diseased wife longs for 
release through death while the husband longs 
for the opportunity of acquiring a new wile. Lf 
Death is slow in performing His duties, the 
husband may install a new wife even before 
life's sun has set for the first.

CONCERNING GAMBLING 


The Executive Committee of the Federation 
at its meeting, March 1, 1939, adopted the fol- 
lowing statement regarding GAMBLING AND 
GAMES OF CHANCE: 


Gambling is rampant in our present-day so- 
ciety; so much so that an increasing number 
of our citizens have become gravely concerned 
with the effects of its practice on the life of 
both adults and youth. Certain forms of gam- 
bling, such as “Bingo” have become such a 
nuisance and menace that a number of com- 
munities have formed civic committees to com- 
bat them. In several cities church officials have 
come out strongly against them and have even 
banned games of chance from their churches. 


The Federation of Churches through its Ex- 
ecutive Committee, calls the attention of its 
constituency and the community at large to 
this nuisance and menace in our own city. It 
calls upon the members of the Protestant 
churches to refrain from participating in any 
form of gambling or games of chance. It urges 
all parents to inform their children of the ac- 
companying evils and to seek to discourage 
their children from any such participation. 


All forms of gambling undermine and militate 
against the development of sound and whole- 
some economic and social practices, People are 
developing more and more the spirit of trying 
to get something for nothing. Such a spirit is 
harmful to the idea of thrift and steady work 
and merited reward for services rendered and 
for exchange of goods. While the schools of our 
city seek to teach proper American standards, 
other agencies by means of gambling devices 
and games of chance encourage just the op- 


posite, Again, gambling encourages dishonesty 
and all sorts of under-handed practices; for the 
gambler is always out to win. 

Gambling always makes for restlessness and 
anxiety. Our age is harassed enough with fae- 
tors which make for uneasiness without the evil 
practice of gambling. 

Gambling frequently leads to crime. Many a 
criminal traces the cause of his criminality to 
his gambling practices. Wages and borrowed 
money are often lost through gambling and 
games of chance and to replace this money dis- 
honest and criminal methods are used. 

Furthermore, it must not be forgotten that 
gambling in New York State is illegal, regard- 
less of the purpose for which the money is 
raised, Some groups haye sough tto circumvent 
this law by certain tricks. This, of course, can 
be done; still the spirit of the law is broken and 
the practice is, none the less, morally wrong. 

The Executive Committee of the Federation 
of Churches calls upon schools, churches, the 
press and all other educational and character 
building agencies, as well as the thoughtful 
citizenry of our community, to unite in helping 
to check this evil.

PERSONAL EVANGELISM—THE TASK 
OF THE CHURCH 


By William H. Brown, Rochester, N. Y. 


The Church has an abiding and supreme task 
which has confronted her and put its solemn 
obligation upon her in every age. The task is to 
bring sinful men to accept the mercy and for- 
giveness of God, Whatever else the Church fails 
to do, she must not fail in this. 


The Church was born in the evangelistic and 
missionary fervor of the first Christians, They 
had experienced forgiveness and the Joy of re- 
conciliation which they sought in vain through 
certain rites and ceremonies, They experienced 
a newness and fullness of life, which they were 
right in attributing to the presence and power 
of the spirit of God which dwelt richly in them, 
About this great discovery they eral not re- 
frain from telling others. They went everywhere 
proclaiming this and gathered them into 
churches and those churches became centers of 
evangelistic and tnissionary effort. These were 
witnessing, winning, converting churches. Men 
were won almost in spite of themselves, They 
were saved from sin to the new life. 

Today this primary task of the church is largely 
forgotten, The neglect of the real task of the 
church is always disastrous and fatal. 

The Church may go on in a fair seeming way. 
Its great temples and its stately services may 
present an appearance of impressiveness, but if 
it is not touching the spiritual lives of men with 
the saving power and renewing grace, it is all 
unavailing. 

The Apostolic method of evangelization has 
never been improved upon. It was the success- 
ful method of the early church, The members 
of the church went everywhere proclaiming 
Christ to sinful men, This is the task of the 
church teday. We laymen slhiould be trained for 
this task. 

We find in searching the teachings and lite 
of Jesus, five different incidents in which he 
deals with as many different types, illustrating 
the methods of his evangelism. 


The conversion of Nathanael presents the 
mystical type, illustrating the methods of dif- 
ferential evangelism by the way of spiritual ap- 
proach for the devout soul. 


The conversion of the women of Samaria pre- 
sents the defective type, illustrating the meth- 
ods of initial evangelism by the way of a moral 
approach for the sinful soul, 


The conversion of blind Bartimaeus presents 
the affiicted type, illustrating the methods of 
collective evangelism by the way of a physical 
approach for the unfortunate soul. 


The conversion of the thief on the cross pre- 
sents a radical type, illustrating the methods of 
evangelism of the cross by the way of a sym- 
pathetic approach for a distressed soul. 


The conversion of Saul of Tarsus presents a 
fanatical type, illustrating elemental evangelism 
by thr way of a concealed approach for a violent 
soul. 


Suggestions for Personal Workers 


To some personal work may seem a small mat- 
ter, too small in fact to waste time with. The 
personal worker should divest himself of this 
idea at once. 


Joel Stratton won John B. Gough from a life 
of disgrace and shame. Mr, Gough expressed his 
appreciation to Mr. Stratton in the following 
words: “My friend, it may be a small matter 
for you to speak the one word for Christ that 
wins a needy soul—a small matter to you, but 
it is everything to him.” 


Personal evangelism requires the use of tact. 
The story is told of how after a man had taken 
Christ as his Saviour, his first desire was to 
help someone to find the Saviour. On his way 
home from the meeting that night he made up 
his mind to speak to the first man he met about 
God. He saw a figure approaching, he stopped 
in the shadow of a tree. The man came near. 
He stepped out of the shadow and confronted 
him with the question, “Are you prepared to 
meet God?” A straight arm shot out from the 
shoulder of the stranger and landed upon the 
questioner’s chin and in a moment he found 
himself lying upon the ground. He had made a 
mistake. He should have used tact.

ELECTRIC RATES 


The Rochester Gas and Electric Corporation 
has filed with the Public Service Commission, a 
new schedule of rates covering churches using 
more than 7 KW per hour. Under it, the de- 
mand rate will be 75c instead of $2. It is esti- 
mated that the new schedule will result in an 
increase of about 25% over the rates in effect 
up to August Ist, instead of 75% as now oper- 
ating. If the Public Service Commission ap- 
proves, it is expected that the new rates will be 
retro-active to August Ist, and the savings to 
churches in one year will be about $5,800—a 
present from the Federation because of the

Ask the Holy Spirit to guide you in every- 
thing. Choose persons of your own sex and age 
as far as possible. By all means be courteous.

If you seem to fail the first time to win him, 
leave him in a humor that will permit a return 
visit. When you seem to fail do not be discour- 
aged. Go home and pray. Do not expect results 
too soon. Always believe he will respond to 
your appeal. Napoleon said, “Can’t is found 
only in the dictionary of fools.” 


Methods of Personal Evangelism 


This is an age of specialization. The best 
methods of bringing things to pass are being 
sought in every department of life. Progress is 
apparent everywhere. We do not do things to- 
day as we did yesterday, and we shall not do 
things tomorrow as we do them today. Hence 
there can be no set rules for the task of leading 
men into the light of the gospel of Christ. 


There is an approach to each individual. The 
worker should study the individual and be sure 
he is right and then go ahead. We should re- 
member no one is perfect. The best of us make 
mistakes—but God over-rules honest mistakes 
to His own glory. 


Good judgment is essential to successful ef- 
fort. In personal work as in every other work 
there is the need of a good supply of common 
sense. The successful salesman studies the 
needs of his customer, 

Be Natural. Camouflage is easily detected. 
you cannot long seem what you are not without 
being found out. The man who tries to be some- 
one else usually falls heir only to the weak 
things in the life of the one he attempts to 
imitate. The imitator is a failure as a rule. Be 
yourself—your best self. 

The personal worker must be tremendously 
in earnest. Earnestness has won many a victory. 
A minister said to an actor: “How is it that you 
speaking fiction, can wring tears from the eyes

of your hearers, while I speaking the truth, 
cannot so affect my audience?” The actor re- 
plied: “The answer is easy. I speak fiction as 
though it were truth, while you speak truth as 
though it were fiction.”

AFTER CONFIRMATION—WHAT? 
J. P. Meyer 


Confirmation is a beautiful and meaningful 
rite, and the day of confirmation is for most chil- 
dren a mountain-top experience, The period of 
preparatory training results in definite impres- 
sions of lasting good. Many a devout Christian 
and faithful church member will testify that the 
conscious acceptance of Christ as his personal 
Savior and Lord dates back to the day of his 
confirmation. And properly so; for confirmation, 
if it means anything, means spiritual awakening 
and the dedication of all of life to the redemptive 
program and service of Christ and the church. 


Properly speaking, church membership begins 
with confirmation. Church membership, how- 
ever, should not be presented to the confirmed 
children in the light of “what am I entitled to” 
or “what must I do,” but rather in the light of 
an important yoluntary choice. Now what is a 
confirmed child likely to “want to do"? The 
child-mind, being pliable and easily influenced, 
will be guided almost entirely by adult precept 
and example, Woe, therefore, to parents and 
elders who restrain voluntary expression of al- 
legiance and service to Christ in the lives of the 
church's children! And woe to those who, out- 
warily confessing Christ, fail to prove in their 
life the sincerity of their Christianity, and thus 
expose their religious sham and shallowness to 
easy detection by their children, and as a result 
thereof become the cause of their children’s 
spiritual retreat and defeat! Such come under 
the condemnation of Jesus’ words—‘And who- 
soever shall cause one of these little ones that 
believe on me to stumble, it were better for him 
if a great millstone were hanged about his neck, 
and he were cast into the sea,” 


In no instance are parents and elders so prone 
to make a mistake as when it comes to the ques- 


tion of giving. Frequently they will contend 
that a child, not being able to earn, should not 
give and by his gifts help support the work of 
the church and the kingdom, They appear to 
argue logically when they say that whatever 4 
child gives is in reality not his own, since every 
penny so spent needs to be provided by his 
parents. 


But there are many things which children 
cannot do of their own accord, for which their 
parents are responsible, The Bible, for instance, 
plainly teaches—‘If any will not work, neither 
let him eat.” Children as a rule are not gain- 
fully employed. But do we for that reason with- 
hold food from them or even eat in their stead? 
No, parental love supplies their daily rations. 
No one can eat for another. So it is also with 
giving; for giving is an act of worship, an ex- 
pression of religion, which none ean assume for 
another, 


Moreover, giving, like praying, is an art 
which has to be learned. We teach our children 
to pray, beginning practically at the cradle, Giv- 
ing, however, is equally as expressive of per- 
sonal love and devotion as prayer, perhaps more 
so, because giving is expressing one’s inner self 
by selfless and consecrated deed. 


The art of giving is more easily learned while 
young than in old age. Giving in the church 
today is at low tide mainly because our genera- 
tion has not learned to give. Is the point clear? 
Wise parents will teach and lead their children 
to give and will supply the necessary means, so 
that children may consciously worship God with 
their gifts in their own right, and not by proxy. 
Our responsibility does not cease with the con- 
firmation of our children, We must furnish to 
them the tools and means to work out their sal- 
vation, and giving is the major instrument,

THE CHURCH SCHOOL LENTEN 
CAMPAIGN 


We passed our goal of 10,024 present during 
Lent due to an excellent attendance of 1,759 on 
Easter Sunday. “The campaign came thru in 
fine shape” says Mr, Dubelbeiss, superintendent, 
“We want to thank every worker and every 
member who by his loyalty and consistent effort 
made this possible,” 

Everyone of the thirteen divisions of our 
church school reached their quota on at least 
one Sunday of the campaign. The Ruth Class 
had the distinction of reaching the quota every 
Sunday and also of ranking first with 116% at- 
tendance for the seven Sundays. The Nursery 
and the Senior Department were each on the 
honor roll five times. 


This is the order in which the departments 
ended according to percent of quota reached: 
Ruth Class, Nursery, Young People, Senior, 
Kaelber Klass, Ladies’ Class, Men’s Class, Kin- 
dergarten, Junior, General Officers, Junior High, 
Primary, Training Class, 

With only the records of 1935 to date available 
for comparison, the Nursery, Senior Depart- 
ment and the Ruth Class chalked up a record 
campaign attendance for those five years, 


The ladies again beat the men in the Bible 
Class contest by a margin of 30, staving off de- 
feat in a last minute spurt. 


In the Young People’s Department the Play- 
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boys beat the Debutantes by 10 points. The tell- 
ers are still counting the poirts in the Senior 
contest between the Noahs, Samsons, and 
Daniels. 

All this was accomplished, we are glad to say, 
without the help of outside civic or fraternal 
organizations, 


A CORRECTION ; 
Several weeks ago a small item appeared in 
the daily newspaper of this city that the Salem 
pastor had been appointed to the office of na- 
tional executive secretary of the National As- 
sociation for the Advancement of Colored 
People. This statement is completely erroneous. 
Your pastor is at present the chairman of the 
Rochester branch of the N. A. A.C. P. but has 
no appointment or office whatever in the na- 
tional organization. He was inclined to pass 
over this statement in the newpaper as not 
important enough to call for correction, but 
since several inquiries haye been made and 
fears expressed that he would eventually give 
his entire time to this work and resign from 
the pastorate of this church, he considers it 
necessary to state here that the newspaper item 
was entirely without any foundation of fact and 
that he has no intention of forsaking his pulpit 
to enter into some promotional work. He does 
cherish the hope that the members of Salem 
approve the humble efforts .of their pastor to 
secure some measure of Christian justice and 
goodwill for a large neglected, forgotten group 
in our community,

THE ORIGIN OF THE INDIVIDUAL 
COMMUNION SERVICE 


The famous painting, “The Lord's Supper,” 
by Leonardo da Vinci indicates that the Lord 
and his disciples each had a cup from which the 
wine was taken. Custom of that time would 
indicate that the individual cup was in vogue in 
those holy days. However, as time went on and 
the event was celebrated in churches “in re- 
membrance of him,” the idea apparently grew 
that, by coming before the congregation and 
drinking from a common cup one humbly as- 
serted his desire before all men to partake of 
the mystery of the Lord's Supper. The single 
cup, therefore, was an institution until the last 
part of the nineteenth century—until 1893, in 
fact. Then, at a time when the tin cup at the 
town pump was being frowned upon, the idea 
of a common cup at Communion became rather 
unpopular with church-membres. 


It remained for a minister of the gospel to 
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solye the problem, This man—the Rey. J. G. 
Thomas — was both minister and physician, a 
combination which naturally led him to be espe- 
cially enthusiastic over the possibilities of his 
new idea, The first individual communion serv- 
ice was inaugurated with this minister and the 
deacons of the little Putnam County church in 
Ohio were each given a cup from whicli to par- 
take of the wine. Later, upon moving to Lima, 
Ohio, he devised a suitable tray to hold brass 
cups which he had manufactured in Dayton, 
rio. 


To fill the cups, he invented a filler consisting 
of 24 tubes, each controlled by a master lever 
which allowed the same amount of wine to flow 
from each, By this method a tray full of glasses 
could be filled with the same ease as one glass. 


The idea of individual communion seryice was 
immediately popular from its inception, in spite 
of claims of ‘sacrilege’ by some, Orders began 
arriving until Mr. Thomas’ facilities were taxed 
to the utmost. Today there are over 140,000 
churches in our own and foreign countries using 
this method of celebrating the communion of 
our Lord.

WHY A MISSION HOSPITAL? 
Rev. Harold G. Freund, M.D., Tilda, India 


The old Jesuit doctrine of evangelization— 
“The end justifies the means”—is a policy that 
has always been abhorrent to the broad-minded 
Protestant Christians who have carried on their 
work on a high ethical and moral level. We 
have been mortally afraid of making any kind 
of compromise with the world, and rightly so, 
for compromise is the beginning of decadence. 
However badly constructed and ruthlessly exe- 
cuted, nevertheless, the Jesuits had grasped a 
mighty fundamental principle, namely, that there 
must always be some means to a noble end. The 
highest good the Jesuits knew was confession 
of and submission to the will of the Catholic 
Chureh. But none can say that they were not 
deyoted to their task. Many years before the 
Jesuits came, the Dominican monks were in 
China. Into the land of courtesy and ceremonial 
politeness, they brought their black robes, thun- 
der-storm faces, and the terrors of purgatory, 
and preached the early destruction of ageless 
China to astonished and offended officials, Yes, 
the Supreme Council decided that the Domini- 
cans must go, and in the traditional] polite Jan- 
guage of the land, expulsion orders were drawn 
up. Then came a Jesuit. He discarded the robe 
and assumed the dress of a mandarin, thor- 
oughly acquainted himself with the customs of 
the land, bought a house, and quietly began to 
lay out a garden. True, he was careiul to plant 
flowers not known to the Chinese, and to plant 
flowers they knew in designs and beds as charm- 
ing as they were unfamiliar. When his garden 
was in the blush of finest development, as he 
expected, he received a summons to appear at 
court and an eventual order to Jay out the im- 
perial gardens, There soon developed a thirst 
to know the wonders of the western world, and 
there soon followed this the early pioneer 
clock-making Jesuits, physicians, builders, edu- 
cators, and the like, Painters came and gave 
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the imperial palace paintings of the Madonna 
and Child. No activity was too remote or ap- 
parently unrelated to the business of evangeli- 
zation. Each formed a link in the vast net the 
Jesuits were patiently making in order to sweep 
China into the bosom of the Catholic Church. 
Strikingly, the Jesuit Fathers hit upon this prin- 
ciple—Give 'to the unsuspecting prospective con- 
verts first the things which will interest them 
and which they hold valuable. After that, you 
will be able to work your will with them along 
lines which you think of highest importance. 
The Jesuit methods were as follows: aroused 
interest, bribery, conquest, then enslavement to 
the church. 

The Protestant Church has learned from the 
Jesuits the principle that there must be means 
to an end. We have endeavored to arouse in- 
terest, but we have fought against travelling 
the road of bribery, we have tried to inculcate 
the principles of self-sacrifice and service with 
the ultimate end in view that we might bring 
conyerts to Jesus Christ. 


The means used more or less successfully by 
Protestant organizations in the past decade have 
included orphanages, schools, industrial schools, 
homes for the destitute and social outcasts, and 
hospitals. They have also set up various kinds 
of industries under mission supervision. 

It is our purpose to study the mission hospital 
as a means to an end—the salvation of people 
from spiritual bondage through Jesus Christ. In 
choosing mission means care must be taken that 
things are undertaken only and solely from hu- 
manitarian motives. Christianity certainly is the 
essence of the finest humanitarian activities that 
the world has ever seen and the mission hospital 
is the embodiment of the noblest efforts for the 
alleviation of human suffering in its manifold 
forms. Originally the mission hospital was con- 
ceived largely as a great humanitarian agency, 
strongly Christian in character, to minister to 
the desperate physical needs of people who were 
totally without medical aid or were served by 
native quacks and medicine men. The hospitals 
at once became popular because from the pa- 
tient’s point of view and according to his budg- 
eting capacity, they offered the best medical 
service obtainable at the least cost. The mis- 
sion hospitals in turn became as efficient and 
scientific as was possible. This in itself was 
very good, but frequently because of the volume 
of medical work to be done, the evangelistic 
work became rather sketchy, It was carried on 
to be sure, but for the most part by paid evange- 
lists and Bible women, while the hospital staff 
confined its activities almost entirely to the 
medical part of the work, Thus mission hospi- 
tals needed some evangelistic efforts, if for 
nothing else, as an apology for their existence. 
No one can deny the fact that the mission hos- 
pital was and remains a powerful instrument 
for good. 

This, however, is not the end of the story. In 
the last decade the Indian Government, power- 
fully influenced by the scientific west, has es- 
tablished first-rate medical schools, has turned 
out good men into private practice, and has 
inaugurated a program of establishing hospitals 
and clinics, especially in the greater centers of 
population with a personnel and equipment with 


which mission hospitals cannot hope to keep up. 
Thus in many large centers where mission hos- 
pitals first began work, government, instead of 
subsidizing them or giving them large grants, 
has set up good hospitals with money to expend 
at a faster rate than the mission hospitals. Gov- 
ernment has also become conscious of responsi- 
bility to the poor, and medicine, treatment, and 
even food is given to the destitute who come to 
government hospitals. 


Does this mean that the mission hospital is 
eventually doomed? Not at all! In the matter 
of medical service to her people, India has 
barely scratched the surface. It simply means 
that for many years to come the mission hos- 
pital, without much change in methods can 
reach out into vast areas of medical neglect. 
In those areas where government service is 
reaching in and working close to if not actually 
competing with established mission hospitals— 
what is the mission hospital to do? It can enter 
into competition with the government and en- 
deavor not only to survive, but to retain the 
upper hand. Obviously, this policy, however 
well-intentioned, will finally lead to disaster. 
Government backing will produce first-rate hos- 
pitals comparing favorably and often to the dis- 
advantage of the mission hospital. In general, 
kindlier treatment will always be found in the 
mission hospital and from this angle will appeal 
to many patients. In the end, any mission hos- 
pital which has as its aim the establishment of 
an efficient first-rate medical center with active 
evangelism as a more or less apologetic by- 
product, has an unworthy aim and deserves to 
fail. As competition increases, the mission hos- 
pital must become more and more acutely con- 
scious of her main mission—the winning of souls 
for Christ. The character of the hospital must 
be distinctively and strikingly Christian, While 
standards of service must ever be kept at a high 
level of efficiency, the drawing power of the 
mission hospital must increasingly become its 
Christ-like spirit, rather than bare high stand- 
ards of medical service as such. This means the 
employment of workers who are not only very 
efficient and of good moral character, but who 
are Christians with an active zeal to win their 
patients for Christ, No mission hospital can 
afford to aspire to be merely a good hospital 
with a satisfying and increasing turn-over of 
patients, It must ever remain conscious that it 
is a means to a glorious end. This means more 
than the fond hope that the “Christian spirit of 
the hospital” will somehow exercise an “uncon- 
scious influence” on the patients, In this troubled 
age the mission hospital must speak clearly and 
boldly through all its workers, “We work but 
we work not of ourselyes, but Christ works 
through us.” 


Why, then, mission hospitals? Not that people 
might be healed, not that there might be a 
greater brotherhood of races and nations, not 
that the East might espouse and marry the 
West, not that we ourselves might some day 
exchange the yoke of service for a crown of 
glory, but that we might bring that paralytic 
in Ward No. 2, sixth bed, to Christ and might 
have the joy of seeing Him take the man by the 
hand and hearing Him say, “Arise, take up thy 
bed, and walk!”

THE FIRST CONFERENCE OF THE 
WEST NEW YORK SYNOD

This Synod is a combining of the Western 
New York District of the Evangelical Synod of 
North America (E) and the Classis of the Re- 
formed Church of America (R). It comprises 
an area extending from Buffalo to Rome on 
the north and from Erie, gf map ili to El- 
mira on the south, taking in about 50 Evan- 
gelical punsehes and 14 of the Reformed Church, 
or 64 in all. Hereafter it will be known as the 
West New York Synod of the Evangelical and 
Reformed Church. Under this set-up all the 
ministers and one delegate from each charge 
constitute the legislative body. 


After the Holy Communion and the opening 
exercises the District and Classis held separate 
sessions to wind up as much as possible the 
affairs of each. After supper, committees met 
until time for the evening service. 

Every member of the conference is presented 
with a copy of “Blue Book of Annual Reports 
of Officers and Boards of the Evangelical and 


Reformed Church” consisting of 175 pages cov- 
ering the activities of the Synod, These reports 
are referred to the proper committee for study 
as a basis for commendations or recommenda- 
tions. These committee reports are mimeo- 
graphed and a copy given to each member of 
the conference. Most of the time of the confer- 
ence is taken up in acting on these reports. 


The following were elected officers of the 
Synod: 
President, Rev, C. G, Haass 
Vice-President, Rev, J. M. Peck 
Secretary, Rey. A. A. Meussling 
Treasurer, L, W. Blaufuss 
Lay Delegate, Fred Baetzel 


Mr, William H, Brown was elected a member 
of the National or Home Missions Commission 
and Mr. August G. Reinhardt of the Interna- 
tional Missions Commission. 

The Synod recommended that the General 
Synod make a study of a more equitable method 
of apportioning the larger Kingdom budget to 
the local church. A suggestion was made that 
not only the number of members, but also the 

past record of benevolent giving and the amount 
of the local budget of a church be taken into 
account in arriving at a Kingdom Service ap- 
portionment. 

It was recommended to the National Commit- 
tee on Stewardship to substitute camp or lead- 
ership training school scholarships instead of 
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cash awards in the essay and poster contests. 


International Missions Committee commended 
the missionaries and native Christians of China, 
Japan and Iraq for their heroic spirit. 

The Women’s Missionary Society and the 
Women's Union were commended for their fine 
educational programs and liberal donations. 


Attention was called to the Pension and Re- 
lief Fund for retired ministers and their de- 
pendents. Last year the Evangelical groups ap- 
propriated about $112,00 a year to 460 pension- 
ers. The Reformed church gave $90,000 to 532 
annuitants and beneficiaries. A new plan known 
as The Ministers’ Retirement and Annuity Fund 
is being presented for study to the churches of 
the Synod. , 

It differs from former plans in that the premi- 
ums are based on the pastor's salary. The pastor 
pays 3% and the congregation 5% of the pas- 
tor’s salary. Pensions will be paid in proportion 
to the premiums paid, Federal Social Security 
benefit was recommended for paid church work- 
ers. 

We are pleased to report that the General 
Synod ended the year with a small surplus and 
the Synodical debt was reduced $30,000 leaving 
about $166,000 still owing, 

Every church was assessed 2c per member to 
pay the expenses of this newly organized West 
New York Synod. 


SOME STARTLING PROPORTIONS 

In 1910 for every 100 persons 65 years of age 
and older in the United States there were 747 
children under 15 years of age. In other words, 
in 1910 the proportion of children to old people 
was about 7 to 1. Now, let us take the figures 
for 1935, In that year there were only 464 chil- 
dren under 15 for every 100 persons 65 and 
over. In other words, in only 25 years the ratio 
of children to the aged dropped from 7 to 1 to 
4 to 1. In 1910 children under 15 years consti- 
tuted 27% and persons 65 and over constituted 
6% of the total population, The trend is plain. 
Children are becoming increasingly precious. As 
they decline in numbers, it is our duty to give 
them greater opportenity to live to grow and 
to develop their capacities to the greatest pos- 
sible degree of efficiency and satisfaction, — 
“Katharine F. Lenroot—Chief, Children's Bu- 
reau, United States Department of Labor.”

FACTS ABOUT OUR GIVING 


I wonder how many of our people in the 
churches think of money, after it has been 
earned, primarily in terms of giving. What is 
our chief concern when we get a dollar? The 
question ts important; for the way in which we 
deal with money usually indicates the type of 
character we have. Show me what a man does 
with his money (frequently money is the master 
and then it is a case of what money does with 
man), and I will tell you quite conclusively what 
sort of man he i is, Genuine Christians will think 
of money first in terms of acknowledgment to- 

is God, without whose grace and goodness 
material prosperity cannot come to us as a bless- 
ing. 


This acknowledgment will be in the form ot 
“the dedicated portion,” designated as "the 
Lord's share. The observance of this practice is 
in full keeping with Jesus’ request, “Seek ye 
first his kingdom and his righteousness, and all 
these things shall be added unto you.” Christian 
givers will acknowledge the goodness and provi- 
dence of God not with a mere token of money, 
but with a specific percentage of their entire 
income, allocated to church, kingdom, and be- 
neyolent causes, according to choice of the 
donors. Let none think that this cannot be done. 
It can be done, but here again—isn’t that what 
is meant and involved when Jesus says, “If any 
man would come after me, let him deny himself, 
and take up his cross, and follow me"? 

Our kingdom service involves the support of 
our foreign and home missions, religious educa- 
tion, our educational institutions, ministerial re- 
lief, church extension, lay activities, and general 
administration, Where the “duplex” envelopes 
are in use, the amounts contributed on the "red 
side” are used almost entirely for our church's 
kingdom work. Let me give you a picture of 
kingdom causes now prevailing in our church, 
and then determine for yourselves whether or 
not we have achieved anything approximating a 
truly Christian standard of giving. I am quot- 
ing the official figures of the United Steward- 
ship Council for 1937. The 1938 compilations 
are not available as yet. 


The per capita giving for kingdom work of 
the church in our denomination in 1937 was 
$1.43. This means that if the entire amount 
contributed were equally distributed among our 
nearly 300,000 communicant members, each 
member would have given $1.43 for the year. 
This is less than 3c per week. Giying is an ex- 
pression of love. Loving and giving always go 
together. The one is not thinkable apart from 
the other. “God so loved that He gave His only 
begotten Son.” Now if we professed great love 
for some one and desired to give a visible ex- 
pression of our love, and then proceeded to 
present a 3c gift betokening our love, would 
the recipient be conyinced that he or she is 
greatly loved? What must God think of us 
when in the face of such meager expressions 
we still vouch to sing with sincerity—"‘L love 
Thy kingdom Lord”? 


Per capita giving for kingdom causes in other 
leading Protestant denominations is as follows: 
Northern Baptist—$1.67; Methodist (North)— 
$1.67; Methodist (South)—$1.89; Episcopal— 
$2. 43: Seventh Day Baptist—$2.50; Presbyterian 
(North)—$2.56; Dutch Reformed —$3. 43; Mor- 
avian — $3.92; Presbyterian (South) — $4.47; 
United Presby terian—$5. 32. The last named de- 
nomination has only 180,000 communicant mem- 
bers, constituted of very average, not wealthy 
members, Our own denomination is practically 
at the hottom of the list. And yet there are 
people in our churches who declare that too 
much is demanded of them for support of king- 
dom work. 


I leave it with you to draw your own con- 
clusion, But if the above facts have carried any 
conviction with you, please remember that noth- 
ing’ is accomplished unless you begin to revise 
your giving to the extension of God’s kingdom 
on earth and treat the cause of God with the 
respect and devotion which it deserves.

THE GREAT AMERICAN HYPROCRISY 


In a recent sermon, Dr. W. H. Bollman of 
the First Church, Lancaster, Pa., called atten- 
tion to the last message of President Woodrow 
Wilson: “Our civilization cannot survive ma- 
terially unless it be redeemed spiritually.” “Since 
then every President of the United States has 
made some such proclamation extolling re- 
ligion," said Dr. Bollman, “and laying stress 
upon spiritual vitality as a supreme essential to 
national strength and well-being. In his annual 
message to Congress in January, President 
Roosevelt said: “Storms from abroad are chal- 
lenging three institutions indispensable to 
Americans, now as always, The firet is religion. 
It is the source of the other two, democracy and 
international good will. There comes a time in 
the affairs of men when they must prepare to 
defend not their homes alone, but the tenets of 
faith and humanity on which our Churches, our 
governments, and our very civiliaztion are 
founded, The defense of religion, of democracy, 
and of good faith among nations, is all the same 
fight. To save one, we must now make up our 
minds to save all.” 


“These are true words,” said Dr, Bollman, “but 


not new. Thousands of preachers in big cathe- 
drals and little country Churches have in effect 
been saying the same thing for generations; 
but in these days of radio and nation-wide 
political interest and concern, the office of the 
President of the United States has become one 
of the mightiest sounding-boards in the world, 
and I question whether our President ever used 
his sounding-board to better advantage. 


“What was the popular reaction? In imagina- 
tion I saw some of the millions listening in— 
of all classes, races, religions and varying points 
of view. The reaction of the majority, first of 
all, was probably one of hearty approval. [ can 
see millions all over the country nodding their 
heads and saying, ‘That's true, religion must 
come first.’ And what was the next reaction? 
Probably disregard, appalling nation-wide in- 
difference. Most of them clicked off the radio 
when it was over and walked away to say, think 
and act just as they did before, paying their 
usual lip service to religion—the indispensable 
institution, the only foundation upon which na- 
tional solidarity and well-being can be built, our 
only real hope for the future"—and then going 
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on as before with the cares, pleasures, work and 
worry, the rush and hurry of this exciting and 
fascinating day, lamentably indifferent to the 
ominous clouds that are darkening the world, 
making only the most meager contribution of 
their time and means and personal commitment 
to the religion which they say, with their lips 
at least, must come first, 

“That is the great American hypocrisy. All 
this talk—increasing talk by business and po- 
litical leaders, editors and columnists, and the 
man in the street, about the importance of re- 
ligion, all this indignation over the inhuman 
and shameful attitude of the dictators toward 
the Church, with their vicious denial of Christian 
teaching and ideals—should mean very much, 
and yet the vast majority in this country con- 
tinue to show an appalling indifference to what 
happens. 

“Although I do not identify religion with the 
Church, L believe there is enough connection to 
make one wonder just how Jong a nation can 
maintain its vigor and flourish sufficiently to 
defend itself, when it universally acknowledges 
religion to be its most indispensable institution, 
and yet goes on with nearly half its population 
making no pretense whatever of any afhliation 
with organized religion, with barely twenty-five 
percent of its citizens attending services of wor- 
ship, and considerably less than half of its Prot- 
estant children attending Sunday School with 
any degree of regularity. Surely it makes one 
wonder what is happening to the foundations 
and how long they will be strong enough to 
hold up the kind of a country and a civilization 
we dream of and want to build.”

THIS BUSINESS OF FISHING 
Helen Mueller Freund, Tilda, C. P.: India 


I wonder how many of you who read this 
have ever gone fishing? If you have, then you 
know what one must take along, how one fishes, 
and where to go to get a good catch, In con- 
nection with fishing we usually think of the 
tall fish stories we know and of those which the 
fisherman can tell when he returns. Since No- 
vember we are out fishing, on a large scale, but 
the stories I shall tell you are not fish stories. 
They are true stories. 


As you will remember, Jesus once said to 
some men, “I will make you fishers of men!” 
\We—my co-workers and I—are among those 
fortunate ones who are being permitted to fish 
for souls for the Master. It is about this busi- 
ness of fishing that I should like to tell you, 


Since the latter part of last November we 
have been on an evangelistic tour. We hired 
two carts drawn by buffaloes, which took all our 
baggage to Senodha, a village about two miles 
north of Tilda, This “baggage” included one 
large and three smal] tents, water tins, two beds, 
two chairs, two tables, lanterns, oil, pots, pans, 
food, clothing, pictures, books, and the har- 
monium—a small 12” x 15” x 30” organ. We 
set up camp in a fine grove of trees. Only a few 
shy children came out to see what was happen- 
ing. In the evening we went to the village to 
sing and to tell the story of Jesus. About forty 
people came. We had been to this village once 
or twice before but interest was at a low ebb. 
The following day we walked a mile and a half 
over ricé stubble and high mud-wall fences to 
another village, Khapri. There people would 
not let us in; yes, they wouldn’t even stop to 
listen in the street, The children ran away 
frightened. It didn’t look like good fishing there 
either, No one had ever been there to work and 
the people naturally distrusted and feared us, 
We always carry our books and pictures in 
bags, and when the people saw the bags they 
thought we would come daily to beg. For ten 
days we fished in both villages as best we could, 
but nothing much happened, During this time, 
a three-weeks old baby was found strangled in 
a near-by rice field, All the people were very 
much excited and very much up set. Althougli 
they did not blame any of us, yet they stayed 
in their houses and would not come to the meet- 
ings at night. They feared that they might be 
accused by the police. This incident also re- 
tarded our work, Before we left, however, this 
case was cleared up and it was found that no 
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one in this village was involved. While we 
could boast of no “big catch,” yet we feel that 
we have succeeded in winning the confidence of 
the greater number of the people in both vil- 
lages, and have opened a way for ourselves for 
next year’s work, 


After the Christmas and New Year's season, 
we traveled to Bahesar, four miles east of Tilda, 
where we had been going daily between Christ- 
mas and New Year. From the very outset people 
were anxious and ready to hear and when we 
came to stay with them, they were overjoyed— 
especially the Satnamis (they are classed as out- 
castes). Here it seemed that we had verily cast 
our nets into the deep! We had acquired during 
the holidays a set of slides of the life of Christ. 
After teaching the stories about Christ—His 
birth, passion, death, resurrection, ascension, 
and some of His parables and works, we used 
the pictures to reteach and then to check our 
work. Many of the women and children learned 
to sing our songs and to repeat the Ten Com- 
mandments. The men also could repeat the 
songs, stories, and commandments, One Sunday 
morning service, patterned after those we have 
in our Indian churches, was lovely. The people 
were without exception attentive throughout, 
and not once did we have to stop for interrup- 
tions or to quiet someone, That is very unusual 
in a non-Christian group, especially in one which 
has been instructed for only one week. Other 
happy events were the large crowds for the 
night meetings, There were over one hundred 
at both places where we went for meetings. 
Nowhere were we ever refused entrance and 
almost everywhere people were willing to sit 
and listen just as long as were willing to stay. 
Many people came to our camp to talk with us, 
which was also different from the other places. 
The Satnamis of this village are thinking of 
leaving their leader, He is in jail for murder, 
and these people are beginning to feel the need 
for a leader who can lead them into happiness 
and to Truth as their name implies—Sat Nam 
meaning True Name. They also asked how they 
might continue to hear more of Jesus, the True 
Guru or Leader, Our Indian pastor will go to 
see them regularly. 


It was with great reluctance both on our part 
and on theirs that we left Bahesar for Chicholi 
—seven miles east of Tilda. Great is our joy 
now, however, for here even more than in Bahe- 
sar are deeps filled with fishes. We are en- 
camped here since two days in a lovely grove. 
Near here is a well with clean water, and all 
the wood we need is being given to us, In all 
the other places we either had to go very far 
for water and where there was no well we had 
to boil and drink pond water. We also had to 
haul our wood from Tilda. This was a real 
troublesome job, We thought we had an excel- 
lent reception in Bahesar, but here in Chicholi 
where this work is also being done for the first 
tinie, people are never satisfied, All day long 
they are here; after two village meetings of an 
hour and a half each, they come home with us 
at ten o'clock at night to sit and hear some 
more. Both day and night, in order to get rest 
from them one has to get into one’s tent and 
close the door, Just now as I write our eyange- 


list is returning to camp, behind him five or six 
men and boys, All the workers say, “They sim- 
ply don’t let one get away!” The children are 
learning rapidly both songs and commandments 
and the same is sure to be true of their elders. 
Even from other near-by villages they come to 
see and to listen, Our church service yesterday 
—Sunday—was held in an empty room of the 
home of a Satnahi village head. The room, the 
porch, the hallway overflowed with people. Some 
even climbed on to the roof and looked in from 
above, For this reason we held another church 
service out-of-doors in another part of the vil- 
lage, Here too, many listened and that at- 
tentively. Last night for even-song quite a num- 
ber came out to listen, Later some came back 
with instruments and played and sang for us. 


But even with such a wonderful response in 
both villages there are discouraging features 
too. We are extremely sorry that in these last 
two villages we found either one or none who 
could read. That is just why Chattisgarhh is the 
most backward part of the most backward proy- 
ince in all India. It is therefore more difficult 
to teach these people as we cannot put tracts 
into the hands of these people when we leave 
since they cannot read, Our teaching is oral 
and visual, and when we leave most of it will be 
forgotten again. There are several hundred yil- 
lages within a ten mile radius from Tilda where 
no missionary has ever been and where the 
name of Jesus even has never been heard. Thus 
you see we cannot tarry in one place for months 
or years, but must pray and trust that the Holy 
Spirit will bring to fruition in the hearts of the 
listeners the seeds we have sown. 

And now, lest you think we are oyer-optimis- 
tic, may I say that we fully realize that many 
people are attracted now because it is something 
new and for them good entertainment, We 
know that when the newness wears off, the 
crowds will become ones and twos. Yet we are 
not worried. Why ?—Because there is an awak- 
ening, even if a slow one, spreading all over 
India; because even in Jesus’ day, from the 
crowds that followed Him, there were only the 
ones and twos who became His true followers; 
and because we have His many promises, such 
as Isa. 55:11 “—my Word—it shall not return 
unto me yoid" and Jer, 33:3 “Call unto me and 
| will answer thee and will show thee great 
things and difficult, which thou knowest not,"

CHURCH FINANCES 


Our Church Council is much concerned about 
the financial condition of our congregation dur- 
ing the balance of this year, Altho our receipts 
have been better this year than for the cor- 
responding period of last year to the extent of 
$814.12, (not including Easter offering) our ex- 
penses have exceeded the disbursements for the 
same period last year by $509.93. Moreover we 
began the year 1938 with a large balance of 
$3,478.68. Our balance to begin the year 1939 
was only $236.75, 


There is much encouragement in the fact that 
our receipts have been better than last year but 
the fact remains we must continue to show im- 
provement in order to complete the year without 
a serious deficit. The Church Council is exercis- 
ing every possible economy in order to keep 
within our income, Beginning July Ist the 
rental of the parking station on Franklin Street 
will be discontinued, Since we shall have early 
services. during the summer the Council believes 
the available parking space will be ample, 


The Benevolence Budget shows a slight de- 
crease in receipts over last year and the appor- 
tionment to our denominational work is consid- 
erable higher. We must have better giving for 
benevolence in order to keep up our 100% pay- 
ments to the synodical budget and the support 
of three missionaries in the foreign field,

A STRANGE CASE 


The entire Roman Catholic Parish of Fonte- 
nelle, County of Gaspe, has become a unit of 
the Presbyterian Church in Canada. The Rev. 
Mr. d’Anjou, erstwhile parish priest, with his 
congregation of some eighty families, last 
autumn made application to the Miramichi Pres- 
bytery for admission to that body as a unit, The 
Presbytery made arrangements for special ses- 
sions to deal with the proposal, and three mem- 
bers of the Presbytery were appointed to make 
a thorough investigation. They went to Fontelle 
and interviewed the priest and members of his 
parish and, satisfying themselves with the recep- 
tion given them, returned and recommended to 
the Presbytery that the request be granted. 
-The required meetings have been held and ar- 
rangements made to make the congregation a 
unit of the Presbyterian Church in Canada. 


Behind the application, it is reported, lies a 
story of want and bitter privation. It is said 
that the final break came with a difference of 
opinion between Abbe d’Anjou and his Bishop 
over certain assessments on the parish, which 
the priest felt his parishioners were unable to 
meet. 


As a result, it is said, he was dismissed from 
his post and a new priest appointed. Speedy 
action must have followed, for when the new 
priest arrived he found his predecessor and his 
entire flock prepared with the first steps taken, 
to leave the Roman Catholic Church and enter 
the Presbyterian. 


The Roman Catholic Bishop of Gaspe has con- 
firmed the news that Abbe Real d’Anjou and 
eighty families in his parish have severed their 
connection with the Roman Catholic Church.

THE PRODIGAL SON 


The latter part of February the Bible women, 
compounder, evangelist, and I were working in 
the village of Chapora, One day Lydia, one of 
the Bible women, and I had been teaching a 
group of children stories, songs, verses, and 
games, and having finished with them, had 
started up the street to another house where 
we had visited before. These people did not 
care to listen, so we said, “Salaam” (good day) 
and walked on, Just a few yards away from the 
first house where we had gone, stood a young 
woman at the entrance ta a Satnami (outcaste) 
home and courtyard, We asked her if we might 
come in and visit with her, but she began to 
make some excuse, Just then her mother-in- 
law. came up the street and to our great sur- 
prise invited us in. We followed her in and were 
seated on a rope bed. (This is made of four 
legs and a frame strung with rope, in place of 
sptings or a mattress. As there are no chairs, 
it is the greatest honor Indian villagers can 
show a guest, to seat him on one of these beds.) 
While we were conversing with our hostess, 
other people came in and sat down, Soon there 
were some eight or ten sitting and listening, so 
we began our work, We sang the song of the 
prodigal son, which was the lesson for that day. 
By way of explanation, then, Lydia told the story 
of the song and showed the picture. 


By the time we had done that, we seemed to 
have gained the confidence of the listeners for 
they began to tell us that they were all very 
much troubled. The hostess then told us that the 
youngest son—a boy about fifteen or sixteen— 
had quarrelled with his father and had run away 
and they did not know where he had gone. The 
father in his grief had moved his bed out into 
a small building adjoining the house and re- 
served for cows. He had not eaten or slept 
since the boy had left, and it seemed no one 
could comfort him. We said, “Why, we have 
just told you a story about such a case, Won't 
you please call the father and Iet us sing the 
song to him and tell him this story?” One of 
the neighbors finally persuaded the father—an 
old gray-haired man—to come out, As we be- 
gan to repeat the story, he said, “Never mind 


repeating it. I heard it all.” Then we told him 
that Sat Nam, the True God, whom we worship 
and from whom he got his caste name, Satnami, 
answers prayer, because He is truly God, our 
Father. He cares when we are in trouble and 
wants us to come to Him with our cares. He 
should pray to this True God and believe that 
God will hear him and send his boy home again. 
We told him that we know from experience that 
God answers sincere prayer, and that we would 
also pray for him and his family. The man 
seemed to follow our advice and instead of go- 
ing back to grieve, accompanied us to the en- 
trance of his courtyard, and then walked up 
the street with some of his friends. 


As we had promised, so we prayed, together 
and individually, that if it would serve to glorify 
Him whose work we were trying to do, then to 
rant our prayers for the return of this. boy. 
After several days I heard, “That boy has come 
home again and there is joy and love and peace 
in that home, Not only that, but the boy loves 
to hear the stories and songs we tell!” 


About three weeks later a boy brought a 
relative over who was sick, As we talked, I 
discovered that he was the former prodigal. I 
explained to him what our Bible teaches about 
honoring father and mother and what great 
things God promised to those who obeyed this 
conunandment, Then [ asked, “Who told you to 
go home again?” and he said, “Something in my 
heart told me to go home.” Then I knew for 
certain that God had spoken to that prodigal 
and that He had heard our prayers for this 
family,

DOCTOR SIZOO QUOTED 
The Rey, Dr. Joseph R, Sizoo, pastor of the 
Collegiate Reformed Church of St. Nicholas in 
New York City, recently stated in a sermon: 


“Our civilization is apparently not concerned 
in giving service, but in demanding and getting 
‘rights.’ Today, man wants what he _ hasn't 
earned, reaps what he hasn’t sowed. ... All too 
common is the philosophy that a man is en- 
titled to anything he can put his hands on .It 
is the gospel of irresponsibility. It is freedom 
gone mad..,.. Life needs to be measured in 
terms of a higher loyalty. The fundamental 
principle of human society should not be self- 
will but self-surrender. Without a higher law 
of service and good will neither democracy nor 
civilization can survive.”
